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WEDNESDAY,  June  2,  1875. 

On  the  first  Wednesday  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five,  being  the  day  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution  for  the  legislature  of  New  Hamp" 
shire  to  assemble,  the  following  named  persons,  elected  senators, 
assembled  in  the  capitol,  in  the  city  of  Concord,  in  said  state, 
and  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  attended  by  the  Honorable 
Council,  having  come  into  the  senate  chamber,  thereupon  took 
and  subscribed  the  oaths  of  office,  and  were  duly  qualified 
as  senators,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution;

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His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council  then 
withdrew. 

The  senate  was  called  to  order  by  Thomas  J.  Smith,  clerk  of 
the  senate  last  year. 

The  clerk  stated  that  the  first  business  before  the  senate  was 
to  select  a  temporary  presiding  officer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Proctor  of  No.  4,  the  Hon.  Joseph  D. 
Weeks  M'^as  chosen  temporary  presiding  officer,  and  the  clerk 
appointed  Mr.  Proctor  of  No.  4  and  Mr.  S  to  well  of  No.  10  to 
conduct  the  temporary  presiding  officer  to  the  chair. 

Mr.  Weeks  of  No.  11  having  assumed  the  chair,  Mr.  Whitney 
of  No.  9  presented  and  read  the  following  protest,  which  the 
chair  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

The  undersigned,  senators  elect  from  districts  No.  1,  5,  7, 
9,  and  10,  having  protested  against  the  oath  of  office  being 
administered  by  the  governor  to  Mr.  James  Priest  and  Mr. 
John  Proctor  as  senators  for  districts  No.  2  and  4,  now  protest 
against  those  gentlemen  occupying  seats  or  acting  as  senators 
for  said  districts. 

Our  reasons  are  substantially  stated  by  Mr.  Councillor  Lovell 
in  his  protest  against  the  proceedings  of  the  governor  and  a 
majority  of  the  council  in  reference  to  those  two  districts. 

We  have  appeared  here  and  taken  our  oaths  as  senators  be- 
cause it  is  our  duty  to  do  so,  without  waiving  any  objection  to 
said  proceedings,  or  to  anything  that  has  been  or  may  hereafter 
be  done  by  said  Priest  or  Proctor,  or  by  any  other  person  or 
persons,  in  disregard  of  the  fact  that  in  districts  No.  2  and  4,  at 
the  last  annual  election,  no  one  was  elected  senator  by  a  major- 
ity of  votes. 

We  do  not  and  shall  not  waive  any  objection  to  the  legal 
defects  which  must  manifestly  attach  to  all  proceedings  founded 
on  a  flagrant  usurpation  and  violation  of  the  constitution. 

We  have  dignified  our  willingness  to  take  our  seats  as  sena- 
tors, and  act  as  such  with  the  senators  for  districts  No.  3,  6,  8, 
11,  and  12  only,  and,  under  a  temporary  organization  of  the  sen- 
ate, to  await  an  adjustment  of  the  questions  in  dispute  by  the 
court  or  otherwise. 

But  as  our  fair  offers  have  been  disregarded,  and  it  is  the 
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manifest  purpose  of  the  last  named  senators  to  attempt  an  or- 
ganization of  the  senate  with  said  Priest  and  Proctor  illegally 
acting  as  members  thereof^  we  do  now,  as  the  only  effectual 
method  of  resisting  a  palpable  wrong  and  usurpation,  decline 
to  paiticipate  in  any  such  organization,  and,  in  effect,  revolu- 
tionary, and  we  hereby  move  and  demand  that  this  protest  be 
entered  of  record  by  the  clerk,  to  whom  it  is  now  tendered.

And  the  chair  appointed  Mr.  Priest  of  No.  2  and  Mr,  Whit- 
ney of  No.  9  to  conduct  the  president  elect  to  the  chair. 

On  assuming  the  chair  the  president  addressed  the  senate  as 
follows : 

Senators : 

For  this  expression  of  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me 
by  electing  me  as  your  presiding  officer,  I  tender  to  you  my 
most  grateful  acknowledgments.  I  am  fully  aware  that  the 
position  you  have  assigned  me  is  an  important  and  responsible 
one ;  and,  inexperienced  as  I  am  in  the  practice  of  presiding  in 
deliberative  assemblies,  I  can  only  hope  to  succeed  through 
your  kind  forbearance  and  friendly  aid. 

It  is  not  generally  considered  that  the  interests  of  the  state 
now  require  any  great  and  important  changes  in  our  statutes ; 
but,  remembering  that  we  meet,  as  legislators,  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  a  high  and  sacred  trust,  we  cannot  forget  the  respon- 
sibility of  our  positions.  The  people  are  everywhere  demand- 
ing a  more  strict  economy  in  the  administration  of  state  and 
national  affairs ;  and  although  bold  innovations  and  ill-consid- 
ered enactments,  followed  by  expensive  litigation,  are  frequently 
the  results  of  hasty  legislation,  still  our  session  should  be  as 
brief  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  proper  transaction  of  the

necessary  business.  There  is  more  danger  from  too  much  than 
too  little  legislation. 

Special  enactments  too  frequently  occupy  the  time  that  should 
be  devoted  to  the  consideration  and  improvement  of  general 
laws.  We  should  endeavor  to  legislate  for  the  whole  people, 
without  regard  to  party  policy,  and  a  due  regard  in  each  for  the 
opinions  of  othens  is  at  all  times  necessary  to  the  adoption  of 
such  measures  as  will  be  conducive  to  the  general  prosperity  of 
the  state. 

Let  us  enter  at  once  upon  the  work  before  us,  resolved  to 
complete  it  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment,  realizing  that 
every  day  this  session  is  prolonged  adds  to  the  expense  of  a 
heavily  taxed  people,  whose  servants  we  are,  and  to  whom  we 
are  responsible  for  all  our  public  acts. 

Again  thanking  you  for  this  testimonial  of  your  kind  regard, 
I  accept  the  office  to  which  you  have  elected  me,  pledging  you 
an  honest  and  earnest  effort  to  discharge  its  duties  faithfully, 
impartially,  and  in  a  manner  to  merit  the  honor  it  confers ;  and 
I  now  await  your  pleasure.

And,  subsequently,  the  Hon.  William  Butterfield,  secretary  of 
state,  appeared,  and  presented  the  returns  of  votes  for  senators 
from  the  various  senatorial  districts,  as  returned  to  his  office. 

Mr.  Weeks  of  No.  11  moved  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted : 

Hesolved,  That  the  returns  of  votes  in  the  several  senatorial 
districts  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  with  instructions 
to  examine  and  count  the  same,  and  report  to  the  senate 
whether  any  vacancies  exist,  and  if  so,  in  what  senatorial  dis- 
tricts. 

And  the  President  appointed  Messrs.  Weeks  of  No.  11,  Hall 
of  No.  1,  and  Maiiiin  of  No.  3,  as  such  committee. 

Mr.  Weeks  of  No.  11  moved  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Representatives  be  informed  by 
the  clerk  that  the  senate  has  assembled,  is  organized  by  the 
choice  of  Hon.  John  W.  Sanborn,  president,  Thomas  J.  Smith, 
clerk,  and  Albert  S.  Batchelder,  as  assistant  clerk,  and  Dudley 
P.  Evans,  door-keeper,  and  are  ready  to  proceed  with  the  busi- 
ness of  the  session. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Priest  of  No.  2,  the  senate  adjourned  to 
meet  at  three  o'clock  this  afternoon. 
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AFTERNOON. 

Mr.  Weeks  of  No.  11,  for  the  select  committee  to  whom  was 
referred  the  votes  for  senators  in  the  several  senatorial  districts, 
having  attended  to  their  duties,  and  having  examined  the  re- 
turns made  to  the  secretary  of  state,  as  well  as  the  records  in 
the  office  of  said  secretary,  submitted  a  report, — 

Which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Priest  of  No.  2,  was  recommitted 
for  the  purpose  of  amendment. 

Mr.  Weeks  of  No.  11,  for  the  select  committee  to  whom  was 
recommitted  the  rei)ort  and  the  votes  for  senators  in  the  seve- 
ral senatorial  districts,  having  attended  to  their  duties,  submit- 
ted the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted :

The  reading  of  the  journal  being  commenced,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Weeks  of  No.  11,  the  rules  were  so  far  suspended  that  its 
farther  reading  was  dispensed  with.

ground  that  Mr.  Gilmore  is  not,  and  was  not  at  the  last  elec- 
tion, a  resident  of  said  district;  and  that  the  aforesaid  votCg 
being  rejected  from  the  computation,  John  Proctor,  having 
received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  legally  oast  and  returned  in 
said  district,  be  declared  elected,  and  be  summoned  by  the  gov- 
ernor to  take  his  seat  in  the  senate  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
June  next  "—and  a  summons  was  issued  to  him  accordingly ; 
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And  whereas,  On  the  first  Wednesday  of  June,  1875,  a  full 
Senate  appeared  and  were  qualified,  including  the  said  James 
Priest  and  John  Proctor  as  senators  from  said  2d  and  4th  dis- 
tricts, and  the  Senate  was  thereupon  duly  organized ; 

And  whereas,  After  said  organization,  on  the  second  day  of 
June  aforesaid,  the  returns  of  votes  in  the  several  senatorial  dis- 
tricts, being  examined  by  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  and  the  re- 
turns of  votes  in  said  2d  and  4th  districts  being  found  to  be  as 
before  stated,  the  Senate  determined  and  voted  that  of  the  votes 
in  the  second  district,  the  votes  cast  and  returned  for  Natt 
Head,  numbering  3,771,  should  be  rejected,  on  the  ground  that 
they  were  intended  to  be  cast  for  Nathaniel  Head,  of  Hooksett, 
and  did  not  contain  the  full  Christian  name  of  the  candidate 
voted  for ;  that  one  vote  cast  and  returned  for  Joseph  Pettigrew 
should  be  rejected,  on  the  ground  that  Mr.  Pettigrew  is  not,  and 
was  not  at  the  last  election,  a  resident  of  said  district;  that  two 
votes  cast  andceturned  for  Arthur  Deering  should  be  rejected, 
on  the  ground  that  Mr.  Deering  is  not,  and  was  not  at  the  time 
of  the  last  annual  election,  a  resident  of  said  district,  and  had 
not  then  been  a  resident  of  the  state  for  seven  years  immediately 
preceding ;  and  that  three  votes  returned  as  scattering  be  also 
rejected,  as  not  being  votes  duly  returned;  and  that  James 
Priest,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  legally  cast  and 
returned  in  said  district,  is  elected  senator  for  the  same ; — and 
also  determined  and  voted  that,  of  the  votes  in  the  fourth  dis- 
trict, the  votes  cast  and  returned  for  Arthur  Deering  should  be 
rejected,  on  the  ground  that  Mr.  Deering  has  not  been  a  resident 
of  the  state  for  the  seven  years  next  preceding  the  last  election; 
that  one  vote  cast  and  returned  for  James  M.  Bishop  should  be 
rejected,  on  the  ground  that  Mr.  Bishop  is  not,  and  was  not  at 
the  last  election,  a  resident  of  this  district ;  that  nine  votes  for 
Abraham  Thorpe  should  be  rejected  upon  the  same  ground; 
that  two  votes  cast  and  returned  for  G.  E.  Todd  should  be  re- 
jected, on  the  ground  that  they  do  not  contain  the  full  Christian 
name  of  the  candidate  intended  to  be  voted  for ;  and  that  three 
votes  cast  and  returned  for  Benjamin  M.  Gilmore  should  be  re- 
jected, on  the  ground  that  Mr.  Gilmore  is  not,  and  was  not  at  the 
time  of  the  last  election,  a  resident  of  said  district ;  and  that 
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John  Proctor,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  legally 
cast  and  returned  in  said  district,  is  elected  senator  for  the 
same; 

And  whereas^  Said  James  Priest  and  John  Proctor  are  now 
occupying  seats  in  said  Senate  as  senators  from  said  second  and 
fourth  districts  respectively ; 

And  whereas,  The  right  of  said  James  Priest  and  John  Proc- 
tor to  have  and  retain  their  seats  in  the  Senate  has  been  ques- 
tioned ; — ^therefore, 

^Resolved,  That  the  president  of  the  Senate  is  hereby  requested 
to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  superior  court  as  to  the  right  of 
James  Priest  and  John  Proctor  to  retain  their  seats  in  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cobleigh  of  No.  12,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted : 

Whereas,  Irving  W.  Drew,  who  was  yesterday  elected  ser- 
geant-at-arms,  declines  to  accept  said  office ; — ^therefore, 

Hesolved,  That  Edwin  Judkins  of  Franklin *be  elected  ser- 
geaut-at-arms  of  the  Senate  for  the  ensuing  political  year. 

Thereupon  Edwin  Judkins  appeared,  signified  his  acceptance 
of  the  office,  and  was  duly  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Proctor  of  No.  4,  the  senate  adjourned.

The  reading  of  the  journal  having  been  commenced,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Weeks  of  No.  11,  the  rules  of  the  Senate  were  so 
far  suspended  that  its  further  reading  was  dispensed  with. 

The  president  presented  and  read  the  opinion  of  the  judges 
of  the  superior  court,  in  reply  to  the  request  of  the  Senate, 
passed  June  3,  1875,  in  relation  to  the  right  of  Hon.  James 
Priest  and  Hon.  John  Proctor  to  retain  their  seats  in  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin  of  No.  3,  the  communication  just 
received  from  the  superior  court,  and  read  by  the  president,  be 
entered  on  the  journal ;  and  it  was  so  ordered. 

It  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire : 

The  justices  of  the  superior  court  have  been  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  the  preamble  and  resolution  passed  by  the  Senate  on 
the  3d  instant,  by  which  resolution  their  opinion  is  required  in 
regard  to  the  "  right  of  James  Priest  and  John  Proctor  to  retain 
their  seats  in  the  Senate,"  upon  the  facts  stated  in  the  preamble. 

We  have,  in  a  reply  to  a  resolution  from  tiie  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, declined  to  express  our  opinion  upon  a  past  and 
completed  act  of  the  executive  department  of  the  government, 
performed  in  the  discharge  of  a  duty  expressly  required  of  that 
department  by  the  constitution,  upon  the  ground  that  such 
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opinion,  if  given,  could  have  no  greater  weight  or  authority 
than  a  criticism  of  one  branch  of  the  government  upon  the 
conduct  of  another  coordinate  branch ;  and  such  official  act  on 
the  part  of  the  justices  of  this  court  would  not  be  consistent 
with  the  grave  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the  constitution  of 
the  state. 

It  appears  by  the  preamble  that  the  governor  and  council, 
assuming  to  discharge  their  duties  as  prescribed  in  article  thirty- 
three  of  the  constitution  of  this  state,  declared  that  Messrs. 
Priest  and  Proctor  appeared  to  be  elected  senators  according  to 
the  provisions  of  that  article,  and  that  the  governor  did  there- 
upon issue  summons  to  them,  and  that  they,  in  obedience 
thereto,  appeared  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June  instant  at  the 
senate  chamber,  and,  with  the  other  ten  persons  who  had  been 
summoned  by  the  governor  to  appear  at  the  same  time  and 
place,  were  qualified  as  senatoni  by  taking  the  oaths  prescribed 
by  the  constitution.  By  this  action  of  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil, whether  it  be  regarded  as  within  or  exceeding  their  consti- 
tutional powers,  Messrs.  Priest  and  Proctor  received  the  usual 
credentials,  which  authorized  them  to  assemble  with  the  other 
ten  senators  and  take  the  oath  of  office ;  and  they  thereupon 
became  senators,  subject  to  the  constitutional  authority  of  the 
Senate  as  final  judges  of  the  qualifications  and  election^  of  its 
members. 

It  further  appears  that  the  Senate  has  proceeded  to  examine 
the  returns  of  votes  for  senators,  and  has  adjudged  that  Messrs. 
Priest  and  Proctor,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
legally  cast  and  returned  in  their  respective  districts,  were 
elected  senators  thereof. 

By  article  thirty-five  of  the  constitution,  the  Senate  are  made 
"final  judges  of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications  of  their 
own  members,  as  pointed  out  in  this  constitution."  We  are  of 
the  opinion  that  from  the  action  of  the  Senate  in  this  respect 
there  can  be  no  appeal.  By  the  express  terms  of  the  constitu- 
tion, the  action  of  the  Senate  is  made  final.  If  the  framers  of 
our  organic  law  had  intended  that  some  court  or  other  tribunal 
should  have  the  power,  by  writ  of  quo  warranto  or  mandamua, 
or  other  process,  to  reverae  the  action  of  the  Senate,  they  would 
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have  so  expressed  themselves,  in  language  which  could  not  be 
misunderstood.  We  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  when  the 
Senate  adjudged  that  Messrs.  Priest  and  Proctor  were  duly 
elected  senators,  their  action  was  final  and  conclusive  of  the 
right  of  said  Priest  and  Proctor  to  hold  their  seats  as  senators*. 
The  foregoing  opinion  is  based  entirely  upon  the  facts  stated 
in  the  preamble  to  the  resolution,  and  upon  the  assumption 
that  when  the  Senate  undertook  to  act  as  final  judges  of  the 
qualifications  and  elections  of  Messrs.  Priest  and  Proctor,  there 
was  a  constitutional  quorum  present.

And  the  court  hav- 
ing decided,  upon  the  questions  submitted  by  the  Honorable 
Senate,  that  they  were  of  the  opinion  that  Messrs.  Priest  and 
Proctor,  having  received  summons  from  the  governor,  are  enti- 
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tied  to  seats  in  the  Senate, — ^therefore  we  are  now  here  to  per- 
form the  duties  incumbent  upon  us  as  senators  from  our  respec- 
tive districts.

Mr.  Stowell  of  No.  10,  for  the  Committee  on  Incorporations, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  Kearsarge  Reservoir  Company,"  reported  the  same  with  the 
following  amendment,  and  recommended  its  passage :

Mr.  Weeks  of  No.  11,  for  the  select  committee  appointed  to 
take  into  consideration  what  action^  if  any,  is  necessary  to  be 
taken  relative  to  certain  resolutions,  passed  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  the  25th  instant,  reflecting  upon  the  action 
of  the  Senate,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  follow- 
ing protest,  and  recommended  that  it  be  entered  in  full  upon  the 
journal : 

Pbotest  against  certain  Resolutions  passed  bt  the  House 
OF  Representatives  on  the  25th  of  June,  1875. 

It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  members  of  the  Senate 
that,  on  the  25th  day  of  June,  1875,  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, by  the  votes  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  of  its  mem- 
bers out  of  three  hnndred  and  forty  who  were  present  and  voted, 
passed  certain  resolutions,  which,  with  the  title  thereof  and  the 
preamble  thereto,  were  in  the  words  following: 
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Resolutions  condemning  an  encroachment  of  the  executive 
upon  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government,  and  asserting 
the  constitutional  rights  of  the  House  in  filling  senatorial 
vacancies. 

WhereaSy  "There  is  no  principle  more  fundamental,  more 
thoroughly  interwoven  with  the  whole  fabric  of  our  republican 
institutions  and  form  of  government,  and  probably  now  more 
familiar  to  the  great  mass  of  intelligent  citizens  of  the  state, 
than  that  the  three  branches  of  the  government — the  legisla- 
tive, executive,  and  judicial — are  coordinate  and  independent. 
Neither  can  interfere  with  the  duties  or  functions  of  either  of 
the  o there  without  striking  a  blow  at  the  foundation  upon  which 
rests  all  security  as  well  for  private  rights  as  for  public  welfare." 
— From  the  opinion  of  the  superior  court,  addressed  to  the 
House  of  Representatives ,  June  8, 1875, 

And  whereas,  It  is  well  known  to  this  House  and  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state,  that  on  the  17th  of  May,  1875,  the  governor 
and  council,  in  examining  the  returned  copies  of  the  votes  for 
senators,  rejected  the  returns  of  the  3,771  votes  cast  for  Natt 
Head  in  the  second  district,  and  the  46  votes  cast  for  Arthur 
Deering  in  the  fourth  district,  whereby  they  made  it  appear  that 
James  Priest  had  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  second  district,  and 
that  John  Proctor  had  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  fourth  dis- 
trict ;  and  a  summons  to  said  Priest  and  Proctor  to  appear  and 
take  seats  in  the  Senate  was  issued  by  the  executive. 

And  whereas,  By  the  constitution  of  New  Hampshire  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  "  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  such  senators  as  shall  be  declared  to  be  elected,  to 
supply  any  deficiency  in  case  there  shall  not  appear  to  be  a  sen- 
ator elected  by  a  majority  of  votes  for  any  district." 

And  whereas,  It  does  not  appear  that  any  senators  were 
elected  by  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  second  and  fourth  senato- 
rial districts,  at  the  election  held  on  the  9th  of  March  last ; — 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  governor  and  council  in 
declaring  that  James  Priest  appeared  to  have  a  majority  of  votes 
in  the  second  district,  and  that  John  Proctor  appeared  to  have  a 
majority  of  votes  in  the  fourth  district,  was  contrary  to  the  fact; 
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was  an  overt  encroachment  of  the  executive  department  npon 
the  legislative  branch  of  the  government ;  was  sabversive  and 
destructive  of  the  separate  and  independent  working  and  exist- 
ence of  the  three  essential  powers  of  the  government;  and 
was  a  defeat  and  subversion  of  the  elective  rights  guaranteed 
by  the  constitution  to  the  qualified  votera  of  this  state. 

JResolvedy  That  the  action  of  Governor  Weston  and  his  coun- 
cil, in  throwing  out  the  returns  of  votes  given  for  Natt  Head 
and  Arthur  Deering,  was  unconstitutional,  without  precedent  in 
the  history  of  the  state,  and  contrary  to  the  overwhelming 
weight  of  legislative  and  judicial  authority  in  this  country. 

Hesoloed,  That  said  action  of  the  executive  department  con- 
stitutes a  mischievous  and  dangerous  precedent,  will  be  fatal  to 
the  rights  of  the  electors  and  of  a  coordinate  branch  of  the 
government,  unless  it  shall  be  condemned  by  the  people  at  the 
ballot-box. 

Jtesolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Senate  on  the  second  day  of 
June,  in  perpetuating  the  arbitrary  and  unconstitutional  action 
of  the  governor  and  council,  in  rejecting  the  return  of  votes 
given  for  Natt  Head  and  Arthur  Deering,  and  thereupon  declar- 
ing elections  where  vacancies  existed,  was  an  unconstitutional 
assumption  of  power,  in  part  expressly  conferred  by  the  consti- 
tution upon  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Hesolved,  That  said  action  of  the  Senate  having  been  regarded 
as  final,  but  not  justified  by  the  superior  court,  the  House  of 
Representatives  hereby  enter  their  solemn  protest  against  the 
arbitrary  and  unconstitutional  precedent  which  it  establishes, 
and  confidently  appeal  to  the  people  to  revise  and  reverse  it  at 
the  ballot-box  next  March. 

The  Senate  fully  recognize  the  gravity  of  the  situation,  and 
the  momentous  consequences  that  may  follow  the  assumption  of 
power  by  the  House  of  Representatives  over  the  other  branches 
of  the  government,  as  made  in  the  foregoing  resolutions.  The 
purport  of  these  resolutions  cannot  be  mistaken.  The  cover 
with  which  the  mover  has  sought  to  veil  them,  by  giving  to 
them  a  title  differing  from  their  true  character,  is  too  transpar- 
ent not  to  be  seen  through  at  a  glance ;  nor  does  the  quotation 
in  the  preamble  from  the  opinion  of  the  superior  court,  defining 
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the  relative  rights  of  the  several  branches  of  the  governmenty 
effect  anything  except  to  make  more  patent  and  glaring  the  fact 
that  the  p:issage  of  these  resolutions  by  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives is  a  flagrant  usurpation  of  power  by  that  body  over  the 
Senate  and  the  executive  branch  of  the  government.  The  inter- 
ference of  the  House  of  Representatives  with  the  official  acts 
of  the  governor  and  council,  or  with  the  judgments  of  the  Sen- 
ate, in  any  manner  not  authorized  by  the  constitution,  is  a  high 
breach  of  privilege.  Such  an  interference  by  one  legislative 
body  with  the  proceedings  of  the  executive  or  of  a  coequal 
legislative  body  may  well  excite  alarm,  as  indicative  of  revolu- 
tionary purposes.  Crimination  and  recrimination  will  follow, 
until  disorder  and  anarchy  bring  the  business  of  the  govern- 
ment to  a  stand-still ;  and  unless  the  mischief  be  speedily  rem- 
edied, the  constitution  will  be  subverted  and  the  government 
overthrown.  Under  the  constitution  of  this  state,  the  powers 
and  functions  of  the  various  departments  of  the  government, 
and  their  responsibilities  for  violation  or  neglect  of  duty,  are 
clearly  defined,  or  result  from  necessary  inference. 

The  supreme  legislative  power  is  vested  in  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  each  of  which  has  a  negative  on  the 
other.  The  supreme  executive  power  is  vested  in  the  governor, 
subject  to  the  ad  visor/ power  of  the  council. 

The  judicial  power  is  vested  in  the  superior  and  other  courts 
of  the  state,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  in  which  cases  the 
accusal  ory  power  is  vested  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
the  power  of  hearing  and  determining  in  the  Senate.  The  three 
great  branches  of  the  government  are  codrdinate  and  indepen- 
dent. The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  are  equal  co- 
ordinate branches  of  the  legislature,  the  Senate  being  the  first 
bran«;h  thereof. 

It  is  assumed  by  these  resolutions  that  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, without  any  reference  to  legislation  or  to  impeach- 
ment, and  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  censure  merely,  may 
arraign  the  executive  department  of  the  government,  and  take 
up,  consider,  and  decide  upon  its  official  acts. 

It  is  also  assumed  by  these  resolutions  that  the  House  of 
Representatives  have  the  power,  for  the  purposes  of  a  public 
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censure,  to  review,  criticise,  and  condemn  the  judgments  of  the 
Senate,  in  matters  wherein  the  judgments  of  the  Senate,  by  the 
express  letter  of  the  constitution,  ai'e  fixed. 

The  constitution  confers  no  such  power  upon  the  House  of 
Representatives ;  and  if  that  body  succeeds  in  establishing  itself 
in  the  possession  of  such  a  power,  a  revolution  will  then  be 
accomplished,  the  government  will  then  be  subverted,  and  all 
power  vested  in  the  House  of  Representatives  alone. 

The  averments  in  these  resolutions,  in  respect  to  matters  of 
fact,  are  in  all  essential  particulars  untrue.  The  averment  that 
"it  does  not  appear  that  any  senators  were  elected  by  a  majority 
of  votes  in  the  second  and  fourth  senatorial  districts  on  the  9th 
of  March  last,"  and  the  averment  "that  the  action  of  the  gover- 
nor and  council,  in  declaring  that  James  Priest  appeared  to  have 
a  majority  of  votes  in  the  second  district,  and  that  John  Proctor 
appeared  to  have  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  fourth  district,  is 
contrary  to  the  fact,  was  an  overt  encroachment  of  the  execu- 
tive department  upon  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government^ 
was  subversive  and  destructive  of  the  separate  and  independent 
working  and  existence  of  the  three  essential  powers  of  the  gov- 
ernment, and  was  a  defeat  and  subversion  of  the  elective  rights 
guaranteed  by  the  constitution  to  the  qualified  voters  of  this 
state,"  are  both  untinie,  because  it  does  appear  that,  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  votes  legally  cast,  senators  were  elected  in  the  second 
and  fourth  senatorial  districts  on  the  9th  of  March  last;  and  be- 
cause the  action  of  the  governor  and  council,  in  declaring  that 
James  Priest  appeared  to  have  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  second 
district,  and  that  John  Proctor  appeared  to  have  a  majority  of 
votes  in  the  fourth  district,  was  according  to  the  fact;  and  be- 
cause such  action  was  not  an  encroachment  of  any  kind  of  the 
executive  department  upon  the  legislative  branch  of  the  gov- 
ernment, but,  on  the  contrary,  such  action  was  taken  by  the 
governor  and  council  in  obedience  to  the  express  requirements 
of  the  constitution,  which  provides  that,  in  order  that  there  may 
be  a  due  meeting  of  senators  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June, 
the  governor  and  council  shall  examine  the  returned  copies  of 
the  record  of  the  votes,  and  that  fourteen  days  before  the  first 
Wednesday  of  June  the  governor  shall  issue  his  summons  to 
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such  persons  as  appear  to  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  votes;  and 
because  such  action  was  not  subversive  and  destructive  of  the 
separate  and  independent  working  and  existence  of  the  three 
essential  powers  of  the  government,  but,  on  the  contrary,  was 
action  of  the  governor  and  council  imposed  upon  them  in  ex- 
press words  by  the  constitution,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
precedents  from  the  first  origin  of  the  government;  and  because 
such  action  was  not  a  defeat  and  subversion  of  the  elective 
rights  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
this  state,  but,  on  the  contrary,  such  action  was  the  appropriate 
action  to  give,  and  the  only  action  which  could  give,  to  the 
qualified  voters  in  the  state  their  elective  rights.,  as  guaranteed 
by  the  constitution.  The  averment  "that  the  action  of  Gover- 
nor Weston  and  his  council,  in  throwing  out  the  returns  of  the 
votes  given  for  Natt  Head  and  Arthur  Deering,  was  unconstitu- 
tional, without  precedent  in  the  history  of  the  state,  and  con- 
traiy  to  the  overwhelming  weight  of  legislative  and  judicial 
authority  in  this  country,"  is  not  true,  because  such  action  was 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  governor  and  council,  as  fixed  by 
the  constitution,  and  was  action  which  they  were  bound  by  their 
oaths  to  take,  provided  that  in  their  judgment  the  law  required 
them  to  take  it ;  and  because  such  action  is  not  without  prece- 
dent in  the  history  of  the  state,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  gover- 
nor and  council  have  had  and  exercised  jurisdiction  over  this 
matter  from  the  beginning  of  the  government;  and  because 
such  action  is  not  contrary  to  the  overwhelming  weight  of  leg- 
islative and  judicial  authority  in  this  country,  but  is  in  accord- 
ance with  it ;  and  because  such  action  was  compelled,  in  the 
case  of  Natt  Head,  by  the  plain  letter  of  a  statute  of  the  state, 
which  has  been  in  operation  and  received  a  uniform  construc- 
tion since  its  passage  in  the  year  1853;  and  because  such  action, 
in  the  case  of  Arthur  Deering,  was  in  accordance  with  the  gen- 
eral current  of  all  the  well-considered  legislative  and  judicial 
authorities  in  this  country  and  Great  Britain,  and  was  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  carefully-considered  opinions  of  the  ablest 
jurists  in  this  state. 

These  resolutions,  also,  in  language  alike  offensive  and  disre- 
spectful to  the  executive  department  and  to  the  Senate,  assert 
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in  Biibstance  that  the  action  of  the  Senate,  on  the  second  day  of 
June,  in  assuming  to  be  the  final  judges  of  the  elections,  returns, 
and  qualifications  of  their  own  members,  was  an  unconstitu- 
tional assumption  of  power  in  part  expressly  conferred  by  the 
constitution  upon  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
The  utter  groundlessness  of  this  charge  against  the  Senate  is 
too  plain  for  argument.  The  power  which  the  Senate  are  thus 
charged  with  unconstitutionally  assuming  is  conferred  by  the 
express  letter  of  the  constitution  upon  the  Senate,  and  is  a 
power  necessarily  incident  to  the  very  existence  of  every  legis- 
lative body.  The  assumption,  that  the  constitution  confers  upon 
the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  any  power  to 
take  any  part  in  adjudging  as  to  the  elections,  returns,  and 
qualifications  of  the  members  of  the  Senate,  is  not  only  without 
foundation,  but  is  directly  in  violation  of  the  express  words  of 
that  instrument.  Such  a  power,  if  established  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  would  put  an  end  to  the  existence  of  the  Sen- 
ate as  a  legislative  body,  utterly  subvert  the  constitution,  and 
place  all  power  in  the  hands  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
The  Senate  cannot  resist  the  expression  of  its  deep  regret  that 
a  small  partisan  majority  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  for- 
getting their  obligations  to  the  constitution  and  to  our  common 
country,  and  remembering  only  the  selfish  purposes  to  be  accom- 
plished for  mere  party  aggrandizement,  should  assail,  under  the 
pretence  of  maintaining  the  rights  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, the  independence  of  the  executive  department  and  of  the 
Senate,  and  should  strike  a  deadly  blow  at  the  constitution 
itself  and  the  liberties  by  it  guaranteed  and  protected.  The 
arrogance,  the  supreme  indifference  to  the  relative  rights  of  the 
several  branches  of  the  government,  which  characterized  these 
resolutions,  the  cool  audacity  that  quotes  from  the  opinion  of 
the  superior  court  where  that  opinion  defines  those  relative 
rights,  and  then  proceeds  deliberately  to  violate  those  rights  as 
there  defined,  must  chill  the  blood  of  every  lover  of  constitu- 
tional liberty,  and  fill  with  painful  emotions  every  patriotic 
bosom.  The  Senate,  calmly  but  firmly  protesting  against  these 
resolutions,  and  in  like  manner  asserting  its  dignity  and  its 
rights  under  the  constitution  as  the  first  branch  of  the  supreme 
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legislative  power  of  the  state,  refers  the  whole  matter  to  our 
common  master,  the  people  of  New  Hampshire,  with  tlie  firm 
conviction  that  the  right  must  triumph,  and  the  equality  and 
independence  of  the  several  branches  of  the  government  under 
the  constitution  be  fully  vindicated. 

And  on  motion  of  Mr.  Weeks  of  No.  11,  the  same  was  laid 
on  the  table,  and  made  the  special  order  of  the  day  at  11^ 
o'clock  to-morrow  forenoon ;  and  the  clerk  was  directed  to  pro- 
cure the  usual  number  of  printed  copies  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stowell  of  No.  10,  the  Senate  adjourned.

**  Joint  resolution  in  relation  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  "  was  taken  from  the  table, 
and  the  committee  withdrew  the  amendment  by  them  recom- 
mended. 

Mr.  Proctor  of  No.  4  renewed  the  same,  and  upon  its  adop- 
tion demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

And  upon  the  roll  being  called,  the  following  senators  an- 
swered in  the  negative :

And  the  following  in  the  affirmative :

And  one  senator  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  eleven 
in  the  negative,  the  negative  prevailed,  and  the  amendment  was 
rejected. 

And  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at 
three  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Carr  of  No.  8,  the  rules  were  so  fior  bus- 
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pended  tbat  the  joint  resolution  was  read  a  third  time  at  the 
present  time,  and  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Proctor  of  No.  4,  the  bill,  entitled  "An  act 
in  amendment  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Warner  and  Kear- 
sarge  Road  Company,'^  was  taken  from  the  table,  and  read  a 
third  time  and  passed.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Holman  of  No.  7,  the  Senate  took  a  recess 
till  12  o'clock. 

On  reS^sembling, 

Mr.  Hall  of  No.  1  submitted  a  minority  report  from  the  same 
committee,  and  with  it  a  substitute,  which  he  moved  should  be 
substituted  in  place  of  the  majority  report,  and  upon  that  ques- 
tion demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Upon  the  roll  being  called,  the  following  senators  answered 
in  the  afSrmative : 

Messrs.  Hall,  Smith,  Holman,  Whitney,  and  Stowell ; 

And  the  following  in  the  negative : 

Messrs.  Priest,  MartinJ  Proctor,  Sanborn,  Oarr,  Weeks,  and

And  five  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  seven 
in  the  negative,  the  negative  prevailed,  and  the  substitute  was 
rejected. 

Mr.  Whitney  of  No.  9  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  all 
from  the  words  "The  Senate  cannot  resist  the  expression,"  etc., 
to  the  words  "fill  with  painful  emotions  every  patriotic  bosom," 
inclusive,  and  insert  the  following : 

The  minority  of  the  Senate  cannot  resist  the  expression  of 
their  deep  regret  that  a  small  partisan  majority  in  the  Senate, 
forgetting  their  obligations  to  the  constitution  and  to  our  com- 
mon country,  and  remembering  only  the  selfish  and  partisan 
purposes  to  be  accomplished  for  mere  party  aggrandizement, 
should  assail,  under  the  pretence  of  maintaining  the  rights  and 
dignity  of  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  should 
thus  strike  a  deadly  blow  at  the  constitution  itself,  and  the  lib- 
erties by  it  guaranteed  and  protected.  The  arrogance,  the  su- 
preme indifference  to  the  relative  rights  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  which  characterize  the  resolutions  of 
the  majority,  the  cool  audacity  that  asserts  as  facts  and  conclu- 
sions of  law  what  is  well  known  by  every  member  of  the  Senate 
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to  be  contrary  to  the  real  facts  and  legal  decisions  in  at  least 
fifteen  states  of  this  Union,  must  chill  the  blood  of  every  lover 
of  constitutional  liberty,  and  fill  with  painful  emotions  every 
patriotic  bosom ; 

And  called  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the  adoption  of  the  same. 

And  upon  the  roll  being  called,  the  following  senators  voted 
in  the  affirmative :

And  the  following  in  the  negative :

And  five  senators  having  voted  in  the  affiimative  and  seven 
in  the  negative,  the  negative  prevailed,  and  the  amendment  was 
rejected. 

On  the  passage  of  the  majority  report,  the  yeas  and  nays  were 
demanded  by  Mr.  Carr  of  No.  8. 

Upon  the  roll  being  called,  the  following  senators  answered 
in  the  affirmative : 

Messrs.  Priest,  Martin,  Proctor,  Sanborn,  Carr,  Weeks,  and 
Cobleigh ; 

And  the  following  in  the  negative : 

Messrs.  Hall,  Smith,  Holman,  Whitney,  and  Stowell. 

And  seven  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  five 
in  the  negative,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the  report  was 
adopted. 

Mr.  Hall  of  No.  1  presented  the  following  protest,  and  moved 
its  entry  upon  the  journal. 

«    And  it  was  ordered  on  the  journal  by.  the  President. 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Senate  hereby  enter  their 
solemn  protest  against  the  action  of  the  Senate  this  day  taken, 
in  adopting  what  is  styled  a  protest  against  certain  resolutions 
passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  the  25th  day  of 
June,  1875.    We  believe  that  the  action  of  the  House  of  Bep- 
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resentatiyes  was  jastified  and  warranted  by  the  facts  and  the 
constitution.  There  is  no  principle  of  free  government  better 
settled  or  more  firmly  maintained  than  the  daty  of  one  de- 
partment to  resist  an  encroachment  by  another.  It  is  notorious 
and  beyond  denial,  that  the  action  of  the  governor  and  council, 
in  throwing  out  the  return  of  votes  cast  for  Natt  Head  and 
Arthur  Deering  in  the  second  and  fourth  senatorial  districts  at 
the  last  election  in  this  state,  was  without  precedent  in  the 
history  of  the  state,  was  an  assumption  of  power  not  conferred 
on  them  by  the  constitution,  and  was  contrary  to  the  plain  de- 
cision of  the  highest  judicial  tribunal  of  the  state,  and  contrary 
to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  decision  of  the  highest  courts  in 
fifteen  states  of  the  Union. 

We  believe  with  the  House  of  Representatives,  that  said 
action  of  the  executive  department  '*  constitutes  a  mischievous 
and  dangerous  precedent,  which  will  be  fatal  to  the  rights  of 
the  electors  and  of  a  coordinate  branch  of  the  government,  un- 
less it  shall  be  condemned  by  the  people  at  the  ballot-box.'' 

As  we  believe,  and  the  returns  prove,  that  vacancies  did 
exist  in  the  second  and  fourth  senatorial  districts  at  the  late 
election,  by  a  failure  of  the  people  to  give  to  any  one  candidate 
in  either  district  a  majority  of  votes,  the  action  of  the  governor 
and  council  was  unconstitutional  and  usurpatory,  and  the  action 
of  the  Senate  in  copying  and  affirming  that  action,  was  equally 
unconstitutional  and  usui-patory ;  for  the  constitution  expressly 
provides,  where  it  appears  that  no  candidate  has  a  majority  of 
votes  in  any  senatorial  district,  that  the  deficiency  shall  be  sup- 
plied by  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
such  senators  as  shall  be  declared  elected. 

Said  vacancies  in  the  second  and  fourth  districts  were  not 
supplied,  and  hence  we  believe  with  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, that  the  action  of  the  Senate  in  filling  them  was  arbitrary 
and  unconstitutional,  and  that  the  dangerous  and  destructive 
precedent  which  it  establishes  should  be  revised  and  reversed 
at  the  ballot-box. 

We  cannot  resist  the  expression  of  our  deep  regret  that  a 
partisan  majority  in  the  Senate,  forgetting  how  that  majority 
was  obtained,  should  arraign  a  co()rdinate  branch  of  the  legisla- 
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ture  for  maintaining  their  plain  and  time-honored  constitutional 
rights. 

To  the  minds  of  all  fair,  intelligent,  and  patriotic  men,  such 
an  arraignment  will  appear,  as  it  does  to  us,  a  burlesque  on  free 
government;  and  we  hereby  enter  our  firm  and  emphatic  pro- 
tect against  the  " arrogance •*  and  "audacity"  which  charac- 
terize it.  Its  statements  are  not  facts,  and  its  conclusions  are 
unwarranted,  as  are  the  assumptions  from  which  they  are  drawn.

may  constitute  a  state,  no  one  in  the  Union  can  more  proudly 
invite  the  test  than  our  own  New  Hampshire.  While  asserting 
their  rights  with  all  the  zeal  and  ardor  of  patriotic  devotion, 
yet,  regarding  the  principles  of  constitutional  liberty  the  wisest 
safeguard  for  the  protection  of  all,  the  people  have  ever  yielded 
a  cheerful  compliance  with  lawful  authority.  Although  meeting 
at  this  session  under  peculiar  circumstances,  which  have  given 
rise  to  legal  questions  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  our  state, 
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no  factioas  opposition  has  in  the  course  of  our  legislation  pre- 
vented the  speedy  completion  of  the  work  we  were  called  upon 
to  perform.  In  your  endeavors  to  promote  the  general  prosper- 
ity of  the  commonwealth,  you  cannot  fail  to  receive  the  approval 
of  your  constituents. 

The  term  of  our  present  official  relations  is  about  to  close ; 
but  I  feel  assured  that  our  mutual  friendly  regard  will  still  con- 
tinue unchanged  by  the  lapse  of  time. 

And  now,  as  we  are  about  to  return  to  our  respective  homes 
to  resume  our  accustomed  labors,  allow  me  to  express  the  earnest 
wish  that  you  may  be  as  prosperous  and  happy  in  the  future  as 
you  have  been  conscientious  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of 
your  duties  here.

COMMtTNICATION  FBOM  CERTAIN  SENATORS. 

The  following  communication  was  presented  to  the  House  by 
Mr.  Tyler  Westgate,  and  read: 

JW".  Speaker: 

I  am  instructed  to  inform  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  of 
the  following  resolution  of  the  Senate. 

Tyler  Westgate,  derk  of  the  Senate. 

Resolved^  That  a  message  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives that  the  senators  from  districts  Nos.  1,  5,  7,  9,  and  10, 
having  protested  against  any  organization  of  a  Senate  in  which 
Messrs.  Priest  and  Proctor  are  to  act  as  members,  which  protest 
is  made  part  of  this  resolution,  and  having  declined  to  partici- 
pate in  any  such  organization,  have  organized  themselves  as  a 
Senate  by  the  election  of  George  H.  Stowell  as  chairman,  and 
Tyler  Westgate  as  clerk. 

The  undersigned,  senators-elect  for  districts  Nos.  1,  5,  7,  9, 
and  10,  having  protested  against  the  oath  of  office  being  admin- 
istered by  the  governor  to  Mr.  James  Priest  and  Mr.  John 
Proctor  as  senators  for  districts  Nos.  2  and  4,  now  protest 
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against  those  gentlemen  occupying  seats  or  acting  as  senators 
for  said  districts. 

Our  reasons  are  substantially  stated  by  Mr.  Councillor  Lovell, 
in  his  protest  against  the  proceedings  of  the  governor  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  council  in  reference  to  those  two  districts. 

We  have  appeared  here  and  taken  our  oaths  as  senators,  be- 
cause it  is  our  constitutional  right  and  duty  to  do  so,  without 
waiving  any  objection  to  said  proceedings,  or  to  anything  that 
has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  done  by  said  Priest  or  Proctor,  or 
by  any  other  person  or  persons,  in  disregard  of  the  fact  that  in 
districts  Nos.  2  and  4,  at  the  last  annual  election,  no  one  was 
elected  senator  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

We  do  not  and  shall  not  waive  any  objection  to  the  legal 
defects  which  must  manifestly  attach  to  all  proceedings  founded 
on  a.flagrant  usurpation  and  violation  of  the  constitution. 

We  have  signified  our  willingness  to  take  our  seats  as  sena- 
tors; and  act  as  such  with  the  senators  for  districts  Nos.  8,  6,  8, 
11,  and  12,  only,  and,  under  a  temporary  organization  of  the 
Senate,  to  await  an  adjustment  of  the  questions  in  dispute  by 
the  court,  or  otherwise. 

But  as  our  fair  offers  have  been  disregarded,  and  it  is  the 

manifest  purpose  of  the  last  named  senators  to  attempt  an 

organization  of  the  Senate  with  said  Priest  and  Proctor  illegally 

acting  as  members  thereof,  we  do  now,  as  the  only  effectual 

method  of  resisting  a  palpable  wrong  and  usurpation,  decline  to 

participate  in  any  such  organization,  protest  against  the  same  as 

unconstitutional,  and  in  effect  revolutionary,  and  we  hereby 

move  and  demand  that  this  protest  be  entered  of  record  by  the 

clerk,  to  whom  it  is  now  tendered.

The  speaker  also  announced  that  he  had  received  another 
communication  from  the  superior  court  of  judicature,  which  was 
read  as  follows : 

To  the  House  of  HepresentcUives : 

The  undersigned,  justices  of  the  superior  court,  have  consid- 
ered the  questions  addressed  to  them  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, by  a  resolution  passed  June  3, 1875,  whether,  upon 
the  facts  stated  in  the  preamble  to  said  resolution,  the  governor 
had  constitutional  authority  to  issue  a  summons  to  appear  as 
senator  to  either  of  the  persons  mentioned  as  having  received 
votes  for  that  office  in  senatorial  districts  No.  2  and  No.  4.  Some 
doubts  were  at  first  entertained  as  to  the  precise  question  upon 
which  the  opinion  of  the  justices  was  desired.  The  facts  laid 
before  us,  however,  are  simply  a  statement  of  the  vote  in  the 
two  districts  named,  as  above,  "by  the  returned  copies  of  the 
records  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,"  and  our 
opinion  is  desired  as  to  whether  the  governor  had  constitutional 
authority  to  issue  a  summons  to  either  of  the  persons  named. 
We  have  therefore  concluded,  upon  consideration,  that  the 
House  desire  the  justices  to  say  whether,  upon  any  possible 
state  of  facts,  the  governor  and  council,  in  discharging  the  duty 
laid  upon  them  by  articles  33  and  34  of  the  constitution,  could 
lawfully  consider  any  other  matter  or  thing  except  what  appears 
upon  the  face  of  the  copies  of  the  records  returned  to  the  sec- 
retary of  state  by  the  several  town  clerks,  in  accordance  with 
article  32  of  the  constitution. 
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It  is  now  a  matter  of  history  that  summonses  were  in  fact 
issued  by  the  governor  to  James  Priest  in  the  2d  district,  and 
John  Proctor  in  the  4th,  and  that  these  gentlemen  appeared, 
and  were  sworn  in  as  senators ;  and  we  think  it  a  duty,  which 
the  justices  on  an  occasion  like  this  cannot  avoid,  to  take  judi- 
cial notice  of  these  historical  facts.  The  resolution  of  the  House, 
therefore,  calls  for  an  expression  of  opinion  by  the  justices  as  to 
the  correctness  or  incori'ectness  of  the  construction  put  by  the 
governor  and  council  upon  that  article  of  the  constitution  which 
prescribes  their  duty  in  the  premises,  and  the  legality  or  illegal- 
ity of  an  act  done  by  them  in  pureuance  of  that  construction. 

There  is  no  principle  more  fundamental,  more  thoroughly  in- 
terwoven with  the  whole  fabnc  of  our  republican  institutions 
and  form  of  government,  and  probably  none  more  familiar  to 
the  great  mass  of  intelligent  citizens  of  the  state,  than  that  the 
three  branches  of  government, — the  legislative,  the  executive, 
and  the  judicial, — are  coordinate  and  independent.  Neither  can 
interfere  with  the  duties  or  functions  of  either  of  the  others 
without  striking  a  blow  at  the  foundation  upon  which  rests  all 
security,  as  well  for  private  rights  as  for. the  public  welfare.  The 
vital  character  of  this  position  is  recognized,  and  its  observance 
enforced  in  cogent  terms,  by  the  37th  article  of  our  Bill  of 
Rights,  as  follows :  "In  the  government  of  this  state,  the  three 
essential  powers  thereof, — to  wit,  the  legislative,  executive,  and 
judicial, — ought  to  be  kept  as  separate  from  and  independent  of 
each  other  as  the  nature  of  a  free  government  will  admit,  or  as 
is  consistent  with  that  chain  of  connection  that  binds  the  whole 
fabric  of  the  constitution  in  one  indissoluble  band  of  union  and 
amity." 

It  does  not  admit  of  doubt  that  it  was  incumbent  on  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  in  the  first  instance,  to  give  construction  to 
articles  33  and  34  of  the  constitution,  which  prescribe  their  duty 
with  respect  to  determining  who  were  elected  senators,  and  con- 
vening the  senate.  Indeed,  this  was  an  inseparable  and  neces- 
sary incident  of  the  injunction  laying  upon  them  the  duty  to  act. 
They  could  not  obey  that  injunction,  and  act  at  all,  without  first 
determining  in  what  mode  they  were  bound  to  act  by  the  con- 
stitution.   Judge  Cooley,  a  very  high  authority  on  questions  of 
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conBtitutional  law,  says, — "We  have  already  seen  that  we  are  to 
expect  in  every  constitution  an  apportionment  of  the  powers  of 
government.  We  shall  also  find  certain  duties  imposed  upon  the 
several  departments,  as  well  as  upon  specified  officers  in  each, 
and  we  shall  likewise  discover  that  the  constitution  has  sought 
to  hedge  about  their  action  in  various  ways,  with  a  view  to  the 
protection  of  individual  rights,  and  the  proper  separation  of  du- 
ties. And  wherever  any  one  is  called  upon  to  perform  any  con- 
stitutional duty,  or  to  do  any  act  in  respect  to  ^hich  it  can 
be  supposed  that  the  constitution  has  spoken,  it  is  obvious  that 
a  question  of  construction  may  at  once  arise,  upon  which  some 
one  must  decide  before  the  duty  is  performed  or  the  act  done. 
From  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  this  decision  must  commonly 
be  made  by  the  person,  body,  or  department  upon  whom  the  duty 
is  devolved,  or  from  whom  the  act  is  required."  He  then  sup- 
poses several  cases  for  illustration,  and  concludes, — "Under  every 
constitution  cases  of  this  description  are  to  be  met  with ;  and 
though  it  will  sometimes  be  found  difficult  to  classify  them, 
there  can  be  no  doubt,  when  the  case  is  properly  determined  to 
be  one  of  this  character,  that  the  rule  must  prevail  which  makes 
the  decision  final."  Cooley's  Constitutional  Limitations,  39,  41. 
Further  observations  of  the  same  learned  writer,  in  pages  fol- 
lowing those  quoted  from,  also  throw  much  light  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  our  present  inquiry. 

We  cannot  hesitate  to  declare  our  opinion,  that  when  the 
governor  and  council  acted  in  the  premises,  that  solemn  act  of 
the  government  necessarily  involved  a  construction  by  them  of 
the  clause  in  the  constitution  prescribing  their  duties,  and  that 
such  action  cannot  be  regarded  as  the  subject  of  the  revision  by 
either  of  the  other  departments  of  the  government,  except  in 
the  mode  distinctly  provided  in  the  constitution,  namely,  by  the 
Senate,  who,  by  article  35,  are  made  the  final  judges  of  the  elec- 
tions, returns,  and  qualifications  of  their  own  members.  The 
governor  and  council  must  act  in  this  matter  the  same  as  the 
legislature  or  the  court  act  in  matters  coming  within  the  range 
of  their  several  prescribed  constitutional  duties,  upon  their  own 
official  responsibility,  under  the  sanction  of  their  official  oaths. 
The  somewhat  exceptional  provision  found  in  our  constitution, 
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that  the  governor  and  council  may,  upon  important  questions  of 
law  and  upon  solemn  occasions,  require  the  opinions  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  superior  court,  makes  no  difference  as  to  the  appli- 
cation of  these  principles.  It  is  obviously  for  them  first  to  de- 
termine whether  an  exigency,  making  it  expedient  for  them  to 
require  such  an  opinion,  has  arisen.  And  for  the  judicial  or 
legislative  branch  of  the  government  to  offer  the  opinion  of  the 
court  unasked,  would  obviously  be  an  interference  with  the  du- 
ties of  the  executive  entirely  unwarranted  by  the  constitution. 

In  the  view  we  take  of  this  question,  it  calls  for  our  opinion 
upon  a  past  and  completed  act  of  the  executive  department  of 
the  government,  performed  in  discharge  of  the  duty  expressly 
required  of  that  department  by  a  constitution.  And  in  any  as- 
pect which  the  subject  presents  to  our  minds,  such  opinion,  if 
given,  could  have  no  greater  weight  or  authority  than  a  criticism 
of  approval  or  disapproval  by  one  branch  of  the  government 
upon  the  conduct  of  another  co5rdinate  branch.  We  have  been 
unable,  after  a  most  careful  consideration,  to  discover  any  way 
in  which  such  an  official  act  on  the  part  of  the  justices  of  this 
court  could  be  made  consistent  with  the  grave  duties  imposed 
upon  them  by  the  constitution  of  the  state. 

If  a  mistake,  or  even  an  intentional  wrong,  should  be  com- 
mitted by  the  executive,  the  remedies  under  our  form  of  gov- 
ernment are  ample  and  prompt, — the  wrong  to  be  suffered  tem- 
porary, li^  on  the  other  hand,  a  precedent  of  inteiference  by 
one  department  with  the  discharge  of  its  duties  by  another 
should  be  established  by  the  form  of  a  judicial  decision,  a  dan- 
gerous blow  would,  in  our  judgment,  be  struck  at  one  of  the 
most  vital  principles  of  our  system  of  government,  the  conse- 
quences of  which  no  one  could  foretell,  but  which  no  intelligent 
and  candid  citizen  could  fail  to  see  must  be  lasting  and  pernicious. 

For  these  reasons,  with  a  full  sense  of  the  responsibilities  under 
which  we  act,  we  are  constrained  most  respectfully  to  decline 
giving  a  further  answer  to  the  question  contained  in  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  we  understand  the 
purport  and  effect  of  that  question.

In  the  ninth  line  of  the  bill  strike  out  the  word  "Tuesday" 
and  insert  the  word  "Thursday,"  so  that  the  bill  shall  read  the 
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"second  Thursday  of  March"  instead  of  the  "second  Tuesday 
of  March." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hatch  of  Portsmouth,  the  bill  was  further 
amended  by  inserting  the  words  "and  on  the  second  Tuesday 
o^"  after  the  word  "March"  and  before  the  word  "June,"  in  the 
ninth  and  tenth  lines. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  lay  on  the  table  and  be  printed.

The  Senate  and  Honse  of  Representatives,  having  assi 
Id  the  representatives'  hall,  the  governor-elect  and  the  E 
ble  Council  came  in. 
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The  Honorable  Person  C.  Cheney,  governor-elect,  then  sub- 
scribed the  oath  of  office  and  the  oaths  of  allegiance,  before  the 
president  of  the  Senate,  and  in  the  presence  of  both  branches  of 
the  legislature;  whereupon  the  Hon.  John  W.  Sanborn,  presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  made  proclamation  as  follows : 

Person  C.  Cheney,  having  been  duly  elected  governor  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and  taken  the  oaths 
prescribed  by  the  constitution,  I  do  therefore  declare  His  Excel- 
lency Person  C.  Cheney  governor  of  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, to  hold  the  office  during  the  ensuing  political  year; — and 
I  here  present  Your  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the  constitution 
of  the  state,  as  your  guide  in  the  discharge  of  your  official 
duties. 

His  Excellency  then  delivered  the  following  address  to  the 
convention : 

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives : 

In  entering  upon  the  high  and  responsible  duties  devolving 
upon  us,  as  the  executive  and  legislative  departments  of  the 
government  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  it  becomes  us  first 
of  all  to  remember,  with  devout  gratitude  to  God,  all  the  bless- 
ings conferred  upon  our  beloved  commonwealth  during  the  po- 
litical year  just  closed.  The  general  health  of  our  people  has 
been  preserved;  and  a  winter  of  great  severity  has  been  miti- 
gated by  the  abundant  harvests  of  the  preceding  autumn  and  an 
unusually  protracted  and  delightful  Indian  summer.  If  general 
prostration  in  business  has  lessened  the  profits  of  trade,  mana 
factures,  and  agriculture,  and  diminished  the  rewards  of  labor, 
it  is  believed  that  comparatively  few  persons  have  been  wholly 
deprived  of  the  means  of  support,  nor  has  actual  want  entered 
the  abode  of  any  considerable  number.  The  year,  moreover, 
closes  with  a  sensible  improvement  in  business  prospects,  prom- 
ising a  slow  but  steady  return  of  better  times.  Grateful  for 
these  and  other  innumerable  tokens  of  the  divine  favor,  let  us 
address  ourselves  to  the  work  before  us,  in  cheerful  hope  that 
like  prosperity  may  be  vouchsafed  to  the  state  during  the  year 
for  which  we,  by  the  partiality  of  our  fellow  citizens,  have  been 
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chosen  to  guard  her  interests.  You  will  not  expect  of  me,  gen- 
tlemen, detailed  information  as  to  the  general  condition  of  the 
state,  and  the  subjects  for  legislation  likely  to  be  brought  to 
your  attention.  Neither  the  circumstances  of  my  election,  so 
lately  consummated  by  you  under  the  forms  prescribed  by  the 
constitution,  nor  any  familiarity  on  my  part  with  the  various  in- 
terests and  institutions  of  the  state,  would  justify  me  in  under- 
taking either  to  impart  such  information,  or,  except  by  a  few 
general  remarks,  to  shape  your  legislation  by  any  recommenda- 
tion I  might  make.  I  will  endeavor,  however,  to  give  to  such 
measures  as  you  may  present  for  my  approval  the  most  impar- 
tial consideration,  and  the  best  judgment  of  which  I  am  capable. 
Allow  me  to  hope  that,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  necessary  and 
ordinary  work  may  be  perfected  at  an  early  day,  so  that  the 
closing  days  of  the  session  may  be  free  from  that  hurried  legis- 
lation which  often  results  in  the  adoption  of  measures  which, 
deliberately  considered,  would  fail  of  enactment  into  law. 

As  usual,  the  financial  condition  of  the  state  will  early  claim 
your  attention.  The  report  of  the  state  treasurer  will  furnish 
you  with  all  necessary  information  on  this  topic.  I  am  happy 
to  find  that  our  finances  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  the 
credit  of  the  state  unimpaired. 

The  state  debt  has  been  reduced  $85,259.57  during  the  year, 
and  now  amounts  to  88,741,330.45. 

The  revenue  of  the  state  has  been  as  follows:

I  see  no  reason  why  a  state  tax  for  the  coming  year  equal  to 
that  of  each  of  the  last  two  years  ($400,000)  will  not  sujfice,

enabling  us  to  reduce  the  debt  as  rapidly  as  would  seem  wise, 
and  being  ample  to  protect  the  state  credit.  I  cannot  too 
strongly  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  the  most  rigid  economy 
in  appropriations  consistent  with  a  wise  regard  to  the  several 
interests  committed  to  our  care. 

BANKS. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  savings  banks  during  the  last 
year  has  been  four,  the  whole  number  being  now  sixty-eight. 
They  have  an  aggregate  deposit  of  $30,214,585.71,  showing 
an  increase  of  $1,385,108.88,  or  4f  per  cent,  gam  over  last 
year.  The  whole  number  of  depositors  is  96,938,  a  gain  of  4,150 
during  the  year.  For  details  as  to  character  of  investments  and 
amount  of  loans,  both  in  and  out  of  the  state,  I  would  respect- 
fully refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  bank  commissioners.  The 
Salmon  Falls  Bank,  located  at  RoUinsford,  is  the  only  bank  for 
discount  doing  business  under  a  state  charter.  Its  capital  stock 
is  850,000.  It  has  paid  an  annual  dividend  of  ten  per  cent,  to 
the  stockholders,  and  has  a  surplus  of  $13,325.36.  It  will  thus 
be  seen  that  our  banks  have  had  a  year  of  marked  prosperity ; 
and  the  large  increase  of  deposits  and  depositors  would  indicate 
a  reasonable  degree  of  success  in  the  various  branches  of  me- 
chanical and  industrial  pursuits. 

STATB  iNSTrrunoNS. 

The  several  state  institutions, — the  state  prison,  the  asylum 
for  the  insane,  the  reform  school,  the  normal  school,  and  the  ag- 
ricultural college, — will  severally  claim  your  attention.  The  re- 
ports of  the  proper  officers  will  enable  you  to  judge  of  the 
condition  of  each,  and  to  decide  to  what  extent,  if  at  all,  legisla- 
tion is  required  concerning  them.  I  am  not  aware  that  any 
special  legislation  will  be  asked  at  this  session  in  behalf  of  any  of 
these.  Should  any  appropriation  be  asked  for  them,  I  rest  as- 
sured you  will  keep  in  view  the  importance  of  all  these  inter- 
ests, at  the  same  time  not  forgetting  the  absolute  necessity  of  a 
wise  economy  in  the  public  expenditures. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION. 

Recent  events  have  served  to  call  our  attention  to  several 
defects  or  ambiguities,  and  at  least  one  serious  blemish,  in  on

state  constitution.  The  clauses  known  as  the  "  religious  test," 
requiring  that  certain  officers  must  be  of  the  Protestant  religion, 
have  long  been  felt  to  be  a  stain  upon  that  instrument  and  con- 
trary to  the  spirit  of  Republican  institutions.  It  is  true,  they 
are  dead  letters.  No  one  questions  the  eligibility  of  candidates 
for  office  on  account  of  any  religious  faith  they  may  cherish. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  Catholics  as  well  as  Protestants  hold  impor- 
tant offices  every  year.  The  only  reason  this  provision  has  not 
been  stricken  out  of  the  constitution  is,  that,  with  one  exception, 
no  convention  has  been  held  since  its  adoption,  and  the  legisla- 
ture has  no  power  to  propose  amendments.  The  constitution 
under  which  we  are  now  living  dates  back  to  1792.  During 
eighty-three  years,  only  a  single  amendment  has  been  adopted. 

The  history  of  the  convention  of  1851,  and  the  causes  which 
led  to  the  rejection  of  its  work  by  the  people,  are  familiar  to 
many  of  you.  The  prevailing  sentiment  appears  to  have  been 
that  the  convention  did  too  much,  and  unnecessarily  prolonged 
its  session,  thereby  involving  great  and  useless  expense  to  the 
state ;  and  on  this  account  the  people  seemed  to  have  looked  on 
its  entire  work  with  disfavor. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  secure  the  adoption  at  least  of  the 
propositions  abolishing  the  property  qualification  and  the  relig- 
ious test,  and  that  allowing  the  legislature  to  propose  amend- 
ments ;  but  so  great  was  the  feeling  against  the  convention,  that 
the  first-named  proposition  received  barely  the  requisite  two- 
thirds  majority,  while  the  second  was  lost  by  a  few  votes.  Every- 
thing else  was  rejected  by  decisive  majorities.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary for  me  to  speak  of  other  less  conspicuous  but  conceded 
defects.     They  will  readily  occur  to  you. 

How  well  our  fiithers  did  their  work  is  best  attested  by  the 
fact  that,  after  the  lapse  of  more  than  eight  decades,  these  de- 
fects are  found  to  be  so  few  and  of  so  little  practical  importance. 
The  constitution  provides  (article  100)  that  the  sense  of  the 
people  shall  be  taken  once  in  seven  years  as  to  its  revision, 
through  a  convention  for  that  purpose.  Under  this  provision 
the  question  will  require  to  be  submitted  to  the  people  within 
the  current  political  year,  the  last  similar  vote  having  been  taken 
in  November,  1868,  when  the  people,  by  a  small  majority  in  a 
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very  light  vote,  decided  not  to  call  a  convention.  It  is  for  you 
to  determine  the  time  and  manner  of  taking  such  vote,  or 
whether,  under  articles  99  and  100,  any  action  on  your  part  is 
essential. 

INTEMPERANCE. 

The  evils  of  uncontrolled  appetite,  coupled  with  the  traffic  in 
that  which  inebriates,  are  too  apparent  to  be  questioned  or  ig- 
nored. How  most  effectually  to  confine  the  sale  and  use  of  in- 
toxicants within  the  narrowest  practical  limits,  is  a  problem 
which  has  long  taxed  the  best  thoughts  of  statesmen  and  the 
best  efforts  of  philanthropists.  It  Would  be  arrogant  in  me  to 
assume  to  have  discovered,  where  so  many  have  failed,  a  cure 
for  all  the  evils  resulting  from  this  terrible  blight  upon  civilized 
society.  Profoundly  convinced  that  the  best  results  come  from 
that  reformatory  effort  which  untiringly  seeks  to  write  in  the 
hearts  of  men  the  law  of  individual  self-control,  it  would  be 
rash  to  assert  that  this  effort  need  never  be  supplemented  by 
legal  restraint.  The  present  statute,  which  has  remained  sub- 
stantially unchanged  for  the  last  twenty  years,  is  based  on  the 
deep-seated  conviction  of  a  very  considerable  and  most  respect- 
ed class  of  citizens,  that  a  traffic  so  destructive  in  its  nature 
ought  never  to  receive  the  sanction  of  law.  I  could  wish,  with 
its  best  friends,  that  public  sentiment  were  such  that  this  law 
might  yield  more  satisfactory  results ;  nevertheless,  I  would  not 
challenge  the  correctness  of  the  principle  upon  which  it  is 
founded,  nor  is  it  clear  to  my  mind  that  a  different  law  would 
be  more  certain  and  satisfactory  in  its  operations.  I  am  not 
aware  that  any  serious  purpose  is  entertained  of  attempting  to 
change  the  statute  bearing  on  this  subject  during  this  session  of 
the  legislature;  nor,  in  ray  judgment,  should  it  be  changed  in 
the  interest  of  a  more  unrestricted  sale  of  intoxicating  drinks^ 
nor  until  a  large  and  respectable  portion  of  our  people,  divest- 
ing it  from  partisan  purposes,  and  evidently  having  the  interests 
of  sobriety  and  sound  morality  as  their  ruling  motive,  shall  point 
out  a  more  excellent  way. 

EDUCATION. 

The  constitution  (art.  83)  makes  it  "  the  duty  of  the  legisla- 
tors and  magistrates,  in  all  future  periods  of  this  government,  to 
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cherish  the  interests  of  literatare  and  the  sciences,  to  encourage 
private  and  public  institutions,  rewards  and  immunities  for  the 
promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  commerce,  trades,  manu- 
factures, and  the  natural  history  of  the  country."  I  question  if  any 
clause  of  that  instrument  shows  more  conspicuously  the  wisdom 
of  its  framers,  or  how  broad  and  deep  they  sought  to  lay  the 
foundations  of  the  state.  I  question,  too,  if  their  successors  in 
the  government  have  always  realized  so  thoroughly,  or  obeyed 
so  uniformly  as  they,  this  imperative  injunction  in  its  full  letter 
and  spirit ;  and  I  deem  it  my  duty,  in  the  interests  of  education, 
to  call  your  attention  thereto.  Our  educational  policy,  until 
within  a  few  years,  has  not,  in  my  opinion,  been  so  broad  and 
liberal  as  it  should  have  been. 

We  have  seemed  to  rest  content  with  having  secured  a  good 
and  general  system  of  common  schools.  It  is  very  true  that 
this  system  lies  at  the  very  foundation  of  all  other  systems,  but 
the  framers  of  the  constitution  evidently  meant  that  we  should 
not  stop  there.  I  am  happy  to  know  that  of  late  a  better  spirit 
has  prevailed,  of  which  the  founding  of  the  normal  school  and 
the  agricultural  college  is  the  best  exemplification. 

Hostility  to  and  distrust  of  these  institutions  are  rapidly  dying 
out,  while  each  is  becoming  more  and  more  serviceable  to  the 
cause  of  education.  I  have  no  doubt  that  in  time  they  will 
come  to  be  deemed  by  general  consent  an  essential  part  of  our 
educational  system,  and  to  \exert  a  salutary  influence  upon  the 
common  schools.  Too  much  care  cannot  be  taken,  however,  to 
confine  each  within  its  appropriate  sphere,  that  the  funds  of  the 
state,  so  liberally  bestowed,  be  not  diverted  from  their  legitimate 
purpose. 

PURITY  OP  ELECTIONS. 

The  right  of  every  duly  qualified  citizen,  and  of  no  other,  to 
vote  once,  and  only  once,  at  every  election,  cannot  be  too  strongly 
guarded.  Without  it  our  elections  are  a  farce,  our  government 
a  failure,  and  anarchy  the  ultimate  result. 

I  invite  your  careful  and  earnest  attention  to  the  inquiry, 
whether,  by  any  legislation  on  your  part,  the  purity  of  the 
ballot-box  can  be  more  effectually  protected.  Allow  me  to  hope 
that  in  a  matter  of  such  vital  importance  we  may  forget  party, 
and  consider  only  our  duty  to  the  state.  That  you  will  give 
13 
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this  matter  your  serious  attention  I  am  sure  is  the  earnest  desire 
of  candid  men  of  all  parties. 

Nearly  allied  to  this  subject  is  another  feature  of  our  elec- 
tions, which  seems  to  me  to  demand  early  attention.  I  refer 
to  what  is  sometimes  called  "over  representation."  With  no 
increase  in  population,  the  members  of  the  popular  branch  of 
the  legislature  have  increased  some  twenty-five  per  cent,  in 
twenty-five  years.  A  portion  of  this  increase  is  legitimate 
and  easily  explained.  Much  of  it,  however,  arises  from  the 
fact  that  towns  are  left  to  determine  for  themselves  the  num- 
ber of  representatives  to  which  they  are  entitled,  and,  in  the 
heat  of  a  hotly-contested  election,  are  constantly  tempted  to  re- 
turn members  without  a  suflicient  constituency  behind  them. 
The  evil  has  been  considerably  increased  under  the  law  of  1871, 
which  is  construed  to  make  all  adult  males  ratable  polls,  without 
regard  to  the  lime  they  have  resided  in  the  town  or  ward  where 
counted.  Such  a  law  is  plainly  susceptible  of  great  abuse.  It 
seems  to  me  that  it  should  be  so  modified,  that  only  those  pex^ 
sons  who  have  resided  in  a  town  or  ward  six  months  previous 
to  an  election  shall  be  counted.  I  suggest,  also,  whether  repre- 
sentatives, in  excess  of  the  number  previously  elected  by  the 
town  or  ward  which  they  represent,  may  not  be  required  to 
demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  House,  before  admission 
thereto,  the  right  of  such  town  or  ward  to  such  additional  repre- 
sentatives. 

In  view  of  the  questions  recently  agitating  the  public  mind, 
it  may  be  well  to  inquire,  also,  whether  the  statute  requiring 
the  full  Christian  name  of  candidates  for  office  to  be  written  or 
printed  upon  all  ballots  is  not  liable  to  be  so  construed  as  to 
defeat,  rather  than  accomplish,  the  purpose  of  its  framers. 

It  is  a  very  serieus  matter  that  several  thousand  voters,  hav- 
ing cast  their  votes  in  entire  good  faith,  should  be  disfranchised. 
Yet  such  has  been  the  construction  of  this  law  as  to  produce 
this  result.  I  would  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  well  to 
inquire  if  this  statute  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution. 

GEOLOGIGAX  SURVEY. 

The  geological  survey  of  the  state  is,  I  am  glad  to  learn, 
nearly  completed.    The  first  volume  of  the  report  of  the  state 
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geologist,  Prof.  C.  H.  Hitchcock,  bas  just  been  issued.  It  con- 
tains 670  pages,  and  embraces  nineteen  chapters,  each  covering 
a  distinct  topic,  and  contributed  by  the  professor,  or  some  one 
of  the  several  able  scientific  gentlemen  whom  he  has  called  to 
his  aid.  The  volume  abounds  in  illustrations,  and  is  printed 
and  bound  in  a  style  to  reflect  credit  on  the  state.  The  second 
and  last  volume  is  partly  in  press,  and  will  be  ready  for  delivery 
before  the  assembling  of  the  next  legislature.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  these  volumes  will  be  found  to  be  of  great  service  to  the 
people  of  the  state.  It  is  understood  that  no  further  legislation 
is  necessary  to  make  the  work  complete. 

THE  CENTENNIAL. 

We  are  rapidly  approaching  the  100th  anniversary  of  our 
national  existence.  The  occasion  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to 
pass  without  such  observances  as  will  show  our  appreciation  of 
a  free  government,  and  our  veneration  for  those  men  whose 
heroic  deeds  and  wise  counsels  gave  us  so  goodly  a  heritage. 
It  should,  and  no  doubt  will,  be  made  the  occasion  of  impress- 
ing upon  the  people  of  the  United  States  lessons  of  self-deny- 
ing patriotism  and  exalted  public  virtue,  as  well  as  of  amity 
and  good-will.  Rightly  observed  it  may  cement  more  closely 
the  union  of  the  states — the  North  and  South,  the  East,  the 
grand  central  valley,  and  the  Pacific  slope.  It  will  have  failed 
of  its  most  desirable  results  if  it  shall  not  beget  in  the  hearts 
of  the  entire  people  of  our  common  country  a  deep-seated  pur- 
pose to  enter  upon  the  second  century  of  the  republic  "  with 
malice  towards  none,  and  with  charity  for  all;"  and  if,  also,  it 
shall  not  impress  upon  their  minds  the  fact,  lying  at  the  founda- 
tion of  our  whole  political  structure,  that  they  are  first  of  all 
American  citizens,  whose  first  and  highest  earthly  allegiance  is 
due  to  the  national  constitution  and  government.  In  the 
events  which  it  is  proposed  to  celebrate,  our  state  occupied  a 
proud  position.  The  valor  of  her  citizen  soldiery  and  the  wise 
course  of  her  statesmen  shine  conspicuously  on  the  pages  of 
history.  No  true  son  of  hers,  I  am  sure,  will  care  to  see  her 
backward  in  commemorating  the  nation's  birth,  and  in  recount- 
ing the  deeds  of  the  fathers.  What  action  is  desirable  in  order 
that  the  voice  of  New  Hampshire  may  unite  with  the  voices  of 
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the  great  sisterhood  of  states — now  thirty-eight  instead  of 
thirteen  in  number — is,  with  manifest  propriety,  left  in  your 
hands.  I  cannot  doubt  that  it  will  be  such  as  will  reflect  honor 
upon  the  state. 

Gentlemen:  In  calling  your  attention  to  the  various  topics 
to  which  I  have  alluded,  it  has  been  my  purpose  to  indicate 
that  your  efforts  to  advance  the  interests  of  our  beloved  state 
by  wise  and  economical  legislation  will  receive  my  hearty  co- 
operation. We  should  remember  the  obligations  which,  in  all 
their  sacredness,  we  have  assumed,  and  we  should  endeavor  to 
have  them  so  strongly  impressed  upon  our  minds  that  they 
shall  not  lose  any  of  their  meaning.  The  framers  of  our  con- 
stitution wisely  guarded  it,  thereby  teaching  us  that  the  preser- 
vation of  its  cardinal  principals,  in  their  original  purity  and 
simplicity,  is  in  the  most  solemn  manner  enjoined  upon  each  suc- 
ceeding executive  and  legislature.  Let  us  hope  that  through 
the  divine  guidance  the  dearest  earthly  rights  of  the  people  of 
New  Hampshire  may,  while  entrusted  to  our  care,  receive  no 
detriment. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address  His  Excellency,  with  the 
Honorable  Council,  withdrew.

The  struggle  so 
bravely  maintained  by  volunteers  and  militia  against  a  superior 
force  of  the  best  disciplined  troops  in  the  world,  and  the  conse- 
quences to  which  it  directly  led,  have  caused  this  to  be  classed 
among  the  most  important  battles  recorded  in  history.  In  it 
our  ancestors,  the  men  of  New  Hampshire,  took  a  large  part, 
and  a  share  of  the  honor  and  glory  of  the  contest  was  theirs.  It 
is  becoming  that  we,  their  descendants,  should  strongly  manifest 
our  gratitude  for  their  services,  by  our  faithful  preservation  of 
the  memory  of  their  valor  and  their  patriotism. 
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The  battle  of  Banker  Hill  was  the  key-note  of  the  revolution, 
which  delivered  us  from  foreign  domination,  and  made  us  a  united 
people.  All  the  prosperity  and  greatness  of  the  country  dates 
from  this,  as  one  of  their  great  epochs.  It  is  wise  as  well  as 
patriotic,  on  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  this  great  event, 
to  pause,  and,  looking  backward,  to  honor  the  virtues  and  revive 
the  recollections  of  the  men  who  gave  their  impress  to  the  char- 
acter of  our  people,  and  who,  from  the  date  of  this  decisive  act, 
began  to  mold  the  institutions  which  we  are  now  proud  to  main- 
tain. 

The  wonderful  growth  of  the  country,  and  its  increase  in  all 
the  materials  of  wealth  and  power,  as  well  as  its  progress  in 
science  and  the  arts,  since  the  shock  of  battle,  on  the  seventeenth 
day  of  June,  A.  D.  1775,  awakened  our  people  into  a  new  life, 
are  worthy  of  serious  contemplation.  At  intervals,  so  marked 
as  that  which  has  now  elapsed,  we  ought  to  trace  these  blessings 
to  their  origin,  in  the  wisdom  and  valor  of  our  ancestors,  and  to 
recognize  the  principles  which  guided  them  as  rules  by  which 
our  conduct  should  be  regulated.  And  as  we  are  bound  to  trans- 
plant these  principles  to  those  who  shall  come  after  us,  we  ought, 
by  preserving  the  memory  of  the  labors  and  sacrifices  which  at- 
tended their  origin,  to  impress  them  more  strongly  on  the  minds 
of  our  children. 

In  accordance  with  these  views,  your  committee  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution :

And  whereas^  It  is  well  known  to  this  House  and  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state,  that  on  the  17th  of  May,  1875,  the  governor 
and  council,  in  examining  the  returned  copies  of  the  votes  for 
senators,  rejected  the  returns  of  the  3,771  votes  cast  for  Natt 
Head  in  the  second  district,  and  the  46  votes  cast  for  Arthur 
Deering  in  the  fourth  district,  whereby  they  made  it  appear  that 
James  Priest  had  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  second  district,  and 
that  John  Proctor  had  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  fourth  dis- 
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trict ;  and  a  summons  to  said  Priest  and  Proctor  to  appear  and 
take  seats  in  the  Senate  was  issued  by  the  executive ; — 

And  wfiereaa,  By  the  constitution  of  New  Hampshire  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  "  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  such  senators  as  shall  be  declared  to  be  elected,  to 
supply  any  deficiency  in  case  there  shall  not  appear  to  be  a  sen- 
ator elected  by  a  majority  of  votes  for  any  district;" — 

And  whereas^  It  does  not  appear  that  any  senators  were 
elected  by  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  second  and  fourth  senato- 
rial districts,  at  the  election  held  on  the  9th  of  March  last; — 
therefore, 

JResolved,  That  the  action  of  the  governor  and  council  in 
declaring  that  James  Priest  appeared  to  have  a  majority  of  votes 
in  the  second  district,  and  that  John  Proctor  appeared  to  have  a 
majority  of  votes  in  the  fourth  district,  was  contrary  to  the  fact ; 
was  an  overt  encroachment  of  the  executive  department  upon 
the  legislative  branch  of  the  government;  was  subversive  and 
destructive  of  the  separate  and  independent  working  and  exist- 
ence of  a  free  and  essential  power  of  the  government;  and 
was  a  defeat  and  subversion  of  the  elective  rights  guaranteed 
by  the  constitution  to  the  qualified  voters  of  this  state. 

JResolved,  That  the  action  of  Governor  Weston  and  his  coun- 
cil, in  throwing  out  the  returns  of  votes  given  for  Natt  Head 
and  Arthur  Deering,  was  unconstitutional,  without  precedent  in 
the  history  of  the  state,  and  contrary  to  the  overwhelming 
weight  of  legislative  and  judicial  autiiority  in  this  country. 

Mesolved,  That  said  action  of  the  executive  department  con- 
stitutes a  mischievous  and  dangerous  precedent,  that  will  be  fatal 
to  the  rights  of  the  electors  and  of  a  coordinate  branch  of  the 
government,  unless  it  shall  be  condemned  by  the  people  at  the 
ballot-box. 

Hesolvedj  That  the  action  of  the  Senate  on  the  first  day  of 
June,  in  pei'petuating  the  arbitrary  and  unconstitutional  action 
of  the  governor  and  council  in  rejecting  the  return  of  votes 
given  for  Natt  Head  and  Arthur  Deering,  and  thereupon  declar- 
ing elections  where  vacancies  existed,  was  an  unconstitutional 
assumption  of  power,  in  part  expressly  conferred  by  the  consti- 
tution upon  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
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Hesolved,  That  said  action  of  the  Senate  having  been  regarded 
as  final,  but  not  justified  by  the  superior  court,  the  House  of 
Representatives  hereby  enter  their  solemn  protest  against  the 
arbitrary  and  unconstitutional  precedent  which  it  establishes, 
and  confidently  appeal  to  the  people  to  revise  and  reverse  it  at 
the  ballot-box  next  March.

Mr.  Moore,  from  the  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  resolution  instructing  them  to  inquire  by  what 
right  Frank  Hiland,  of  Ward  4,  Manchester,  holds  a  seat  in  this 
House,  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  referred  the  reso- 
lution instructing  them  to  inquire  by  what  right  Frank  Hiland, 
of  Ward  4,  Manchester,  holds  a  seat  in  this  House,  have  con- 
sidered the  same,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
and  accompanying  resolution : 
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The  committee  presumed,  withoat  any  information  to  the 
contrary,  that  they  were  expected  to  inquire  if  Mr.  Hiland  was 
voted  for  and  elected  by  his  legal  name,  as  required  by  section 
8,  chapter  28  of  the  General  Statutes.  Mr.  Hiland  was  put 
under  oath,  and  answered  to  inquiries,  that,  according  to  his 
best  impression,  his  Christian  or  given  or  original  name  was 
Francis  Hiland;  that  he  was  early  called  botli  Francis  and 
Frank ;  that  his  name  was  first  written  by  himself  as  Frank, 
and  he  has  so  written  it  since  coming  of  age.  He  further  de- 
clares, that  at  some  time,  he  does  not  recollect  exactly  when,  at 
a  consultation  with  his  parents,  they  decided  to  call  him  Frank, 
He  was  voted  for  at  the  recent  election  as  Frank  Hiland.  From 
the  testimony  adduced,  the  committee  conclude, — 

First.  That  a  literal  and  arbitrary  construction  of  section  8, 
chapter  28  of  the  General  Statutes,  would  have  authorized  the 
moderator  to  have  rejected  the  votes  cast  for  Frank.     But, 

Second.  It  is  evident  that  a  liberal  construction  should  be 
given  to  this  statute,  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances,  as 
it  is  remedial  in  character.  Thus  only  could  persons  be  voted 
for  who  have  acquired  names  by  reputation  or  adoption,  or  had 
them  changed  by  legislative  enactment. 

Third.  As  the  identification  of  the  person  voted  for  by  the 
person  voting  is  one  of  the  principles  involved  in  the  use  of  the 
ballot,  it  is  clear  that  when  the  ballot  accomplishes  this  purpose 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt,  it  accomplishes  all  that  is  required. 

Fourth.  The  object  of  the  statute  was  attained,  then,  when 
the  voters  who  cast  their  ballots  for  Frank  Hiland  so  voted  as 
to  make  it  clear  and  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that  they 
intended  to  vote  for  the  person  who  was  elected  a  representa- 
tive, and  now  holds  a  seat  in  this  House  from  Ward  4  in  the 
city  of  Manchester. 

Fifth.  The  committee  deem  it  their  duty  to  add  that  it  is 
evident  that  the  statute  in  question  was  intended  for  the  guid- 
ance of  moderators,  and  moderators  alone,  in  palpable  cases  of 
confusion  and  imperfection,  like  ballots  bearing  only  the  initial 
or  obvious  abbreviations  of  the  name  of  a  candidate. 

Sixth.  The  committee  find  that  both  branches  of  the  leg- 
islature, as  well   as  the  governor  and  council,  with  a  single 
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extraordinary  exception,  have  uniformly  given  this  construction 
to  the  case. 

The  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolvedy  That  Frank  Hiland  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this 

House.

Mr.  Wood,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  a  joint  resolu- 
tion in  favor  of  Ivory  Varney  and  Charles  F.  Hillsgrove,  which 
was  read  a  first  time,  and,  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Roles  of  Ossi- 
pee,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  joint  resolution  was  read 
a  second  and  third  time,  passed,  and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  con- 
currence. 

Mr.  Newell,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
so  much  of  the  governor's  message  as  relates  to  the  proper  cel- 
ebration of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  declaration  of 
independence  of  the  United  States,  made  the  following  report ; 

STATE  OP  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

House  of  Representatives, 

JimE  Session,  1875. 

The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
message  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  as  relates  to  the 
proper  celebration  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
declaration  of  the  independence  of  the  United  States,  respect- 
fully report : 

That,  by  general  consent,  it  has  been  thought  fitting  that  this 
centennial  should  be  observed  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  by 
appropriate  ceremonies,  on  the  fourth  of  July,  a.  d.  1876,  and  by 
a  general  exhibition  of  the  products  of  the  industry  of  the 
country,  showing  its  improvement  and  progress  in  the  arts  dur- 
ing the  centilry,  and  making  an  exhibition  of  the  present 
wealth  and  power  and  resources  of  the  Union.  The  congress 
of  the  United  States  has  favored  this  celebration  ;  other  states 
and  patriotic  individuals  have  manifested  their  interest  in  it ; 
and  many  foreign  nations  have  expressed  their  determination  to 
join  with  us,  doing  honor  to  the  great  nation,  the  first  century 
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of  whose  existence  is  just  being  completed,  and  in  exhibiting 
also  the  products  of  their  own  industry. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  recite  reasons  to  show  that  such  an  exhi- 
bition is  due  to  the  spirit  of  patriotism,  nor  that  it  will  be  useful 
to  the  whole  country  in  its  material  results.  The  people  of  this 
state  have  manifested  much  interest  in  the  occasion ;  and  we  do 
not  doubt  that  they  are  willing  to  contribute  their  fair  share 
towards  its  necessary  expenses.  The  subject  has  very  recently 
and  very  fully  been  explained  to  the  House. 

We  therefore  unanimously  report  an  accompanying  joint 
resolution,  and  recommend  its  passage.

The  joint  resolution  was  read  a  first  time,  when,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Stickney  of  Somersworth,  the  report,  with  the  accompany- 
ing joint  resolution,  was  laid  on  the  table,  and  ordered  to  be 
printed. 

The  same  gentleman,  from  the  same  committee,  also  made  a 
further  report  with  an  accompanying  joint  resolution,  making 
an  appropriation  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  centennial  cele- 
bration at  Philadelphia  in  1876. 

The  joint  resolution  was  read  a  first  time,  when,  upon  motion 
of  Mr.  Weare  of  Seabrook,  the  joint  resolution  was  laid  on  the 
table,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Merrill,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act  entitled  an  act 
to  equalize  the  appraisal  of  property  for  the  assessment  of 
taxes,"  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  in  a  new 
draft. 

The  report  was  adopted ;  and  the  bill  was  read  a  first  time,  and 
ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Adley,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  relating  to  volunteers  in  the  late  war  who  enlisted 
prior  to  July  2d,  1862,  reported  it  inexpedient  to  legislate  upon 
the  subject  at  the  present  session,  owing  to  a  want  of  time  to 
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give  the  matter  proper  consideration,  and  recommended  tbat  it 
be  postponed  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature;  and  the  re- 
port was  adopted. 

Mr.  Wadsworth,  from  the  Committee  on  Military  Acconnta, 
reported  a  joint  resolution  appropriating  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  clerical  expensed  in  the  adjutant-generaPs 
department,  which  was  read  a  first  time,  and,  upon  motion  of 
Mr.  Hiland  of  Manchester,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the 
joint  resolution  was  read  a  second  and  third  time,  and  put  upon 
its  passage. 

Mr.  Fisher,  from  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  *^An  act  in  relation  to  the  business  of 
the  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire  and  connecting  roads,'' 
having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Heaolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  next  session  of  the  legis- 
lature*

The  senate  joint  resolution,  entitled  ^  Joint  resolution  in  rela- 
tion to  the  publication  of  the  reports  of  Chief  Justice  Smith," 
was  read  a  first  and  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary. 

The  senate  joint  resolution,  entitled  ^  Joint  resolution  relating 
to  a  constitutional  convention,"  was  read  a  first  time,  and,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Gilmore  of  Manchester,  the  rules  were  suspended, 
and  the  joint  resolution  was  read  a  second  and  third  time  by  its 
title  and  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sanborn  of  Oilmanton,  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  with  the  accompanying  bill,  enti- 
tled **An  act  in  relation  to  the  equalization  of  taxation,"  was 
taken  from  the  table,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Randall  of  Somersworth, 

Vbtedj  That  when  the  House  adjourn  this  evening  it  be  to 
meet  at  nine  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  the  House  adjourned.

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  chaplain. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fellows  of  Chichester,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended, and  the  reading  of  the  journal  dispensed  with. 

Mr.  Hatch  of  Portsmouth  moved  that  the  vote  whereby  the 
House  voted  it  inexpedient  to  legislate  upon  the  bill  entitled 
"An  act  prescnbing  the  manner  of  electing  directors  of  corpo- 
rations," be  reconsidered.

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The  qaestion  then  recurred  on  the  adoption  of  the  amend* 
ment  proposed  by  the  gentleman  from  Somers worth,  Mr.  Ran- 
dall. 

And  the  qaestion  being  stated,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Randall  of  Somersworth  moved  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended, and  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time,  at  the  present  time, 
by  its  title,  and  put  upon  its  passage. 

Upon  this  question  Mr.  Hiland  of  Manchester  demanded  a 
division ;  and  172  members  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and 
101  in  the  negative,  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  de- 
clared lost, — two  thirds  of  the  members  present  not  voting  in 
the  affirmative. 

The  bill,  as  amended,  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hobbs  of  Ossipee,  the  House  adjourned. 

AFTERNOON. 
The  House  met  at  2^  o'clock,  agreeably  to  adjournment. 

(The  speaker  in  the  chair.) 

A  PBOTEST  OF  MEMBBRS. 

Mr.  Hatch  of  Portsmouth,  agreeably  to  previous  notice,  and 
upon  motion  made  for  that  purpose,  presented  the  following 
protest  on  behalf  of  himself  and  other  members,  which  was  or* 
dered  to  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  the  House : 

In  the  Housb  op  Representatives, 

June  25,  a.  d.  1876. 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
respectfully  protest  against  the  resolutions  of  the  House  this 
day  adopted,  entitled  '<  Resolutions  condemning  an  encroach- 
ment of  the  executive  upon  the  legislative  branch  of  the  gov- 
ernment, and  asserting  the  constitutional  right  of  the  House 
in  filling  senatorial  vacancies;"  and  we  offer  this  protest,  with 
the  reasons  of  our  dissent,  to  be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of 
the  House. 

We  are  aware  that  the  resolutions  authorize  no  action  upon 
the  subjects  named  in  them,  and  that  they  are  entitled  to  no 
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weight,  except  as  an  expression  of  opinion  by  the  members  who 
voted  for  them;  and  we  notice  the  important  fact  that  the 
number  who  so  voted  is  twelve  less  than  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  of  the  House.  But  because,  in  addition  to  errors  of 
fact  and  unsoundness  of  doctrine  contained  in  the  resolutions,  we 
regard  any  action  of  the  House  upon  such  a  subject  as  vitally 
erroneous,  unconstitutional,  and  dangerous,  if  suffered  to  grow 
into  a  precedent,  we  deem  the  occasion  sufficiently  important  to 
require  this  exercise  of  our  constitutional  privilege  and  duty. 

We  concur  with  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Honorable  Jus- 
tices of  the  superior  court  recently  addressed  to  the  House,  that 
it  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  our  institutions,  familiar  to  the 
great  mass  of  intelligent  citizens  of  the  state,  that  the  three 
branches  of  the  government, — the  legislative,  executive,  and  ju- 
dicial,— are  codrdinate  and  independent;  and  that  neither  can  in- 
terfere with  the  duties  or  functions  of  the  othora  without  strik- 
ing a  blow  at  the  foundation  upon  which  rests  all  security  as 
well  for  private  rights  as  the  public  welfare.  This  sentiment  is 
adopted  in  a  preamble  to  the  resolutions  from  which  we  dissent, 
and  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the 
House.  It  seems  to  us  a  wonderful  inconsistency,  that,  with 
such  a  preamble,  resolutions  should  be  adopted  by  the  House 
which  condemn  the  action  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
the  Honorable  Council  and  of  the  Honorable  Senate,  in  matters 
wherein  it  was,  by  the  express  terms  of  the  constitution,  their 
duty  to  act,  and  in  regard  to  which  this  House  had  no  duty  to 
perform  and  no  right  to  interfere,  namely,  in  determining  who 
were  in  fact  elected  members  of  the  Senate,  and  whether  any 
vacancy  existed  in  that  branch  of  the  legislature.  In  the  same 
opinion  of  the  judges,  which  is  quoted  in  the  preamble  to  the 
resolutions,  it  is  said  that  ^'It  does  not  admit  of  doubt  that  it 
was  incumbent  on  the  governor  and  council,  in  the  first  instance, 
to  give  construction  to  articles  thirty-three  and  thirty-four  of 
the  constitution,  which  proscribe  their  duty  with  respect  to  de- 
termining who  were  elected  senators,  and  convening  the  Senate. 
Indeed,  this  was  an  irreparable  and  necessary  incident  of  the  in- 
junction laying  upon  them  the  duty  to  act.  They  could  not 
obey  that  injunction,  nor  act  at  all,  without  first  determining  in 
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what  manner  they  were  bound  to  act  by  the  constitution." 
And  the  judges  further  declared,  that  this  action  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council  "cannot  be  regarded  as  the  subject  of  revision 
by  either  of  the  other  departments  of  the  government,  except 
in  the  mode  distinctly  provided  in  the  constitution,  namely,  by 
the  Senate,  who,  by  article  thirty-five,  are  made  the  final  judges 
of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications  of  their  own  mem- 
bers." We  feel  justified,  therefore,  in  applying  to  the  resolu- 
tions the  condemnation  expressed  in  their  own  preamble,  that 
they  strike  "a  blow  at  the  foundation  upon  which  rests  all  se- 
curity as  well  for  private  rights  as  the  public  welfare. 

We  dissent  from  the  statement  of  facts  contained  in  the  pre- 
amble and  resolutions,  because  it  does  not  fully  nor  truly  set 
forth  the  action  of  the  governor  and  council  or  of  the  Sen- 
ate, nor  the  evidence  upon  which  they  acted ;  and  we  afiirm 
that  it  appeared  to  the  goVernor  and  council,  and  is  of  record  in 
their  proceedings,  that  the  votes  cast  and  returned  in  District 
No.  2  for  Natt  Head,  numbering  3,771,  were  intended  to  be  cast 
for  Nathaniel  Head,  of  Hooksett,  and  did  not  contain  the  full 
Christian  name  of  the  candidate  voted  for,  and  that  these  and 
other  votes  illegally  cast  and  returaed  being  rejected,  James 
Priest,  who  received  3,834  votes,  had  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
legally  cast  and  returned  in  said  district,  and  was  therefore  de- 
clared elected,  and  summoned  to  take  his  seat  in  the  Senate; 
and  that  it  likewise  appeared  to  the  governor  and  council,  and 
is  of  record  in  their  proceedings,  that  Arthur  Deering  had  not 
been  a  resident  in  this  state  seven  years  next  preceding  the  last 
annual  election,  and  by  the  express  provision  of  the  constitution 
was  not  eligible  as  a  senator,  and  that  the  forty-six  votes  cast 
and  returned  for  him  were  for  that  reason  rejected ;  and  that 
John  Proctor  having  3,495  votes,  being  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  legally  cast  and  returned  in  District  No.  4,  was  therefore 
declared  elected,  and  summoned  to  take  his  seat  in  the  Senate. 
And  we  respectfully  affirm  that  it  was  the  right  and  duty  of  the 
governor  and  council  to  determine  who  were  elected  senators  in 
these  districts,  and   that  their  conclusions  were  correct,  and 
strictly  according  to  the  law. 

We  deny  that  if  the  action  of  the  governor  and  council  had 
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been  in  fact  erroneous,  it  was  an  encroachment  of  the  executive 
department  upon  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government.  By 
the  constitution  the  Senate  are  made  the  final  judges  of  the 
elections  of  their  own  members;  and  we  adopt  the  language  of 
the  judges,  in  their  opinion  addressed  to  this  House,  and  insist 
that  ^^  if  a  mistake,  or  even  an  intentional  wrong,  should  be  com- 
mitted [in  such  a  case]  by  the  executive,  the  remedies  under 
oar  form  of  government  are  ample  and  prompt, — the  wrong  to 
be  suffered  temporary."  If  any  citizen,  dissatisfied  with  the  ac- 
tion of  the  governor  and  council,  had  made  seasonable  applica- 
tion to  the  Honorable  Senate,  no  man  has  any  right  to  doubt 
that  the  objection  would  have  received  respectful  attention  and 
judicial  consideration,  and  that  the  senators  would  have  per- 
formed their  duty  as  judges  under  the  constitution  intelligently 
and  faithfully,  and  would  have  corrected  any  error  which  ap- 
peared to  them  to  have  been  committed.  And  we  affirm  that  it 
appears  by  the  records  of  the  Honorable  Senate,  that,  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  June  instant,  the  returns  of  votes  in  the  sev- 
eral senatorial  districts  were  examined  by  a  committee  of  the 
Senate  appointed  for  that  purpose;  that  the  facts  in  regard  to 
the  votes  for  Natt  Head  and  Arthur  Deering  appeared  to  be  as 
we  have  above  stated ;  and  that  said  votes  ought  to  be  rejected 
for  the  reasons  above  stated ;  and  James  Pnest  and  John  Proc- 
tor were  by  the  Honorable  Senate  duly  declared  elected  sena- 
tors, and  entitled  to  the  seats  to  which  they  had  been  summon- 
ed by  the  governor.  Thus  has  the  tribunal,  which  is  expressly 
declared  in  the  constitution  to  be  "final,"  determined  that  no 
mistake  was  committed  by  the  governor  and  council.  Yet  the 
resolutions  attempt  to  censure  the  governor  and  council,  and 
declare  the  action  of  the  Senate  to  be  "arbitrary  and  unconstitu- 
tional." 

Against  this,  and  against  the  assumption  of  power  in  this 
House  to  declare  the  existence  of  vacancies  in  the  Senate,  which 
is  implied  in  the  resolutions,  we  protest,  because  any  such  claim 
or  action  on  the  part  of  the  House  is  wholly  unwarranted,  and 
directly  repugnant  to  the  constitution. 

In  addition  to  the  grave  objections  we  have  recited,  we  have 
not  failed  to  notice  the  serious  breach  of  legislative  courtesy 
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due  from  this  House  to  the  Senate,  and  to  the  governor  and 
his  council,  which  is  implied  in  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions, 
and  aggravated  by  the  violent  and  denunciatory  language  in 
which  they  are  expressed.  Were  the  statements  in  the  resolu- 
tions true,  and  the  conclusions  of  law  expressed  in  them  sound, 
we  should  still  think  the  action  of  the  House  useless  for  any 
valuable  purpose,  and  calculated  to  engender  bitter  feelings,  and 
induce  recriminations  dangerous  to  the  harmonious  working  ot 
the  several  constituent  branches  of  the  gov^rnment.  But  we 
believe  the  action  of  the  governor  and  council  and  of  the  Sen- 
ate to  have  been  wholly  right,  founded  upon  correct  principles, 
and  according  to  the  justice  of  each  case.  We  know  that  the 
action  of  the  governor  and  council  was  preceded  by  careful  and 
serious  consideration,  and  that  attention  was  given  to  the  argu- 
ments of  all  who  wished  to  be  heard.  And  their  decision,  and 
the  decision  of  the  Senate,  were  justified  by  the  deliberately  ex- 
pressed opinions  of  men  learned  in  the  law,  of  much  judicial  ex- 
perience, and  well  acquainted  with  all  precedents  relating  to  the 
subject.  And  we  believe  that  these  decisions  are  in  fact  con- 
stitutional, sustained  by  precedent  and  authority  as  well  as  by 
right  reason.  And  we  very  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  con- 
current judgment  of  the  grave  and  eminent  men  elected  by  the 
people  to  the  highest  offices  in  the  state,  and  expressly  designa-* 
ted  by  the  constitution  to  judge  and  act  in  this  matter,  might 
well  cause  members  of  this  House  to  doubt  the  soundness  of  a 
different  conclusion,  or,  at  least,  to  adopt  great  caution  in  volun- 
teering the  expression  of  a  conflicting  opinion.

Mr.  Tucker  of  Gilford  moved  that  the  bill  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

And  the  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed? 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Sanborn  of  Gilmanton  moved  that  the  bill,  entitled  "An 
act  in  relation  to  the  partial  reimbursement  of  municipal  war 
loans,"  be  taken  from  the  table. 

And  the  question  being  stated  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Sanborn, 
that  gentleman  called  for  a  division,  when  87  members  voted  in 
the  affirmative  and  148  in  the  negative;  so  the  motion  to  take 
the  bill  from  the  table  did  not  prevail. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ordway  of  Warner,  and  by  unanimous 
consent,  leave  was  granted  him  to  introduce  a  joint  resolution 
in  relation  to  the  early  adjournment  of  the  legislature.

Mr.  Bingham,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  41, 
section  1,  Pamphlet  Laws  of  1872,"  having  considered  the  same, 
reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted :

Mr.  Leavitt,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  ''An  act  relative  to  the  partition  of  real  estate," 
having  considered  the  same^  reported  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted :

Mr.  Marcy,  from  the  Committee  on  Banks,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  equalize  taxation  of  bank 
stock,"  having  considered  the  same,  repoited  the  same  with  the 
following  resolution :

And  the  question  being  stated,  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion recommended  by  the  committee,  the  resolution  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Sanborn  of  Oilman  ton  moved  a  suspension  of  the  rules, 
and  that  the  bill  be  read  a  second  and  third  time  by  its  title, 
and  put  upon  its  passage. 

And  the  question  being  stated,  that  gentleman  called  for  a 
division^  when  136  members  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  81  in 
the  negative;  so  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  did  not  prevail.

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Provided,  That  in  estimatiDg  the  value  of  the  shares  in  any- 
national  bank,  the  cashier  shall  deduct  any  premium  which  has 
accrued  to  the  banks  by  reason  of  the  advance  in  United  States 
bonds  deposited  at  the  treasury  department,  and  which  are 
exempted  from  taxation  by  law,  and  shall  also  take  into  account 
the  probable  depreciation  of  any  notes  or  other  evidences  of 
debt  due  to  or  owned  by  the  bank,  which  are  overdue  or  consid- 
ered doubtful. 

And  the  question  being  stated,  on  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment, Mr.  Ordway  of  Warner  called  for  a  division. 

And  88  members  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  108  in  the 
negative,  the  amendment  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Stickney  of  Somersworth  moved  to  further  amend  the 
bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  *' value"  in  the  third  line, 
and  inserting  the  following : 

Provided^  That  no  tax  shall  be  levied  or  assessed  upon  the 
lawful  reserve  of  any  bank;  and  the  percentage  of  net  reserve 
of  the  gross  amount  of  surplus  of  any  bank  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  percentage  of  any  stock  assessed  above  the  par  value. 

Mr.  Randall  of  Somersworth  moved  that  the  bill,  with  the 
proposed  amendments,  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Mr.  Roles  of  Ossipee  moved  the  previous  question. 

And  the  motion  being  stated. 

Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?

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RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 


1.  The  president  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  qaorum  being 
present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read,  and  any 
erroneous  entry  shall  be  corrected. 

2.  No  member  shall  hold  conversation  with  another  during 
the  reading  of  the  journal,  or  while  a  member  is  speaking  in 
debate. 

3.  Every  member  rising  to  speak  shall  address  the  president, 
and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit  down. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, on  the  same  day,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

5.  More  than  one  member  rising  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  president  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  first. 

6.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the 
president  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order, — ^in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  sit  down,  and 
the  senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  in  the  case ;  but  if  there 
be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  president  shall  be  conclusive. 

7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself,  without  permission  from 
the  Senate. 

8.  A  motion  shall  be  seconded  before  it  is  debated,  and  if  re- 
quired by  the  president,  or  any  member,  it  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under^  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  to  amend, 
which  several  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged.  And  no  motion  to  postpone  indefi- 
nitely, to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or  to  commit,  being  decided, 
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shall  be  in  order  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition, 
until  after  an  adjournment. 

10.  If  the  question  under  debate  will  admit  of  division,  any 
member  may  have  it  divided,  and  in  filling  blanks  the  longest 
time  and  the  largest  sum  shall  be  put  first. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  same 
is  objected  to,  it  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  and 
without  debate. 

12.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  required,  each  member  shall 
declare  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question^  unless,  for  special 
reasons,  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate. 

13.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  shut  the  doors  of  the  Senate, 
on  the  discussion  of  any  business  which,  in  the  opinion  of  any 
member,  may  require  secresy,  the  president  shall  desire  the  gal- 
lery to  be  closed,  and  the  doors  shall  remain  closed  until  the 
subject  is  disposed  of. 

14.  After  a  motion  has  been  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  or,  if  the  Senate  be 
equally  divided,  any  member  voting  on  the  side  prevailing,  to 
move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  unless  the  bill,  resolution, 
report,  amendment,  or  motion  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  has 
gone  from  the  possession  of  the  Senate;  but  no  motion  to  recon- 
sider shall  be  in  order  unless  made  the  same  day  on  which  the 
vote  was  taken,  or  the  next  day  after  on  which  the  vote  was 
taken,  on  which  the  Senate  shall  be  in  session;  but  no  vote  shall 
be  reconsidered  when  a  less  number  of  members  is  present  than 
when  it  psissed. 

15.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial,  addressed  to  the  Senate, 
shall  be  received  and  read,  a  brief  statement  of  the  content-s 
thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  member  introducing  the  same. 

16.  Any  member,  on  giving  notice  of  asking  leave  to  bring  in 
a  bill,  shall  state  the  nature  of  the  bill  he  proposes  to  introduce, 
and  at  least  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  before  a  motion  for 
leave  shall  be  in  order. 

17.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  before  its  passage;  and 
the  president  shall  give  notice  at  each  time  whether  it  be  the 
first,  second,  or  third  reading;  and  no  bill,  after  it  has  been  read 
a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading  before  an  adjournment. 
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18.  All  resolutions  which  may  require  the  signature  of  the 
governor  shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  bills. 

19.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  read  a  first  time,  and  ordered 
to  a  second  reading,  it  shall  be  immediately  read  a  second  time 
by  its  title,  and  by  the  president  referred  to  the  appropriate 
standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

20.  All  bills  introduced  in  the  Senate,  to  repeal  or  modify  an 
existing  statute,  shall  refer  to  the  act  proposed  to  be  repealed  or 
modified,  by  the  title  and  the  session  at  which  it  was  passed ; 
and  no  bill  shall  refer  to  any  statutes  by  the  number  of  the  chap- 
ter of  the  pamphlet  laws. 

21.  The  Senate  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  at  any  time,  on  motion  made  for  that  purpose ;  and  in 
forming  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  president  shall  leave  the 
chair,  and  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  committee.  The 
president  may  at  any  time  name  any  member  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  be- 
yond an  adjournment. 

22.  The  last  question,  upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  or 
resolution,  shall  always  be,  Shall  it  be  read  a  third  time?  and 
no  amendment  shall  be  received  or  discussed  on  the  third  read- 
ing of  any  bill  or  resolution,  unless  by  consent  of  eight  mem- 
bers present ;  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order,  before  the 
final  passage  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  to  move  its  commitment; 
and  should  such  commitment  take  place,  and  an  amendment  be 
reported,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again  be  read  a  second  time, 
and  considered  as  in  committee  of  the  whole. 

23.  The  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be  affect- 
ed by  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals. 

24.  All  bills,  resolutions,  and  addresses,  after  passing  the  Sen- 
ate, shall  be  signed  by  the  president;  and  all  warrants  and  other 
processes,  issued  by  order  of  the  Sena£e,  shall  be  under  his  hand 
and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

25.  The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  three 
members  each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  any 
session,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise:  a  committee 
on  the  judiciary;  a  committee  on  incorporations;  a  committee 
on  state  institutions;  a  committee  on  military  affairs,  and  roads, 
bridges,  and  canals;  a  committee  on  claims;  a  committee  on 
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railroads;  a  committee  on  banks;  a  committee  on  agriculture 
and  manufactures;  a  committee  on  elections;  a  committee  on 
education;  a  committee  on  finance;  and  a  committee  on  towns. 

26.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president,  unless 
a  member  requests  that  the  appointment  shall  be  by  ballot,  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  so  done. 

27.  When  the  Senate  shall  concur  with  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee,  consisting 
of  not  more  than  five  members  of  the  House,  one  member  shall 
be  added  on  the  part  of  the  Senate;  but  when  more  than  ^ye, 
two  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  added. 

28.  Messages  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives 
by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate. 

29.  Messages  from  the  Governor  or  House  of  Representatives 
may  be  received  at  all  times,  except  when  the  Senate  is  engaged 
in  putting  the  question,  in  calling  the  yeas  and  nays,  counting 
the  ballots,  or  in  reading  the  journal. 

30.  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  president,  and  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate  shall  signify  his  assent  or  dissent  by  answering 
yea  or  nay.  If  the  president  doubts,  or  a  division  is  called  for, 
the  Senate  shall  divide.  Those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  ques- 
tion shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  stand  till  they  be  counted, 
and  afterward  those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and  stand  till  they 
be  counted.  The  president  shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision 
of  the  Senate. 

31.  No  person,  except  the  members  of  the  Executive,  or  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  its  officers,  shall  be 
admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  except  by  invitation  of 
the  president,  or  some  member  with  his  consent. 

32.  The  Senate  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day,  unless 
the  Senate  shall  otherwise  order. 

33.  Motions  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
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EULES  OF  THE  HOUSE. 


OP   THE   DUTY    OP   THE    SPEAKBB. 

1.  The  speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour  to 
which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned,  shall  immediately  call 
the  members  to  order,  and  at  the  commencement  of  each  day's 
session  shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may  speak  on  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for 
that  purpose;  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two  members. 

3.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit:  ''As 
many  as  are  of  opinion  that  [as  the  case  may  be]  say  aye;"  and 
after  the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  "Those  of  a  contrary  opin- 
ion, say  no."  If  the  speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  is  called  for, 
the  House  shall  divide.  Those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question 
shall  first  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand  till  they  be  counted, 
and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and  stand  till  they 
be  counted.  The  speaker  shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision 
of  the  House. 

4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

&.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  House. 

6.  The  speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing  com- 
mittees all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts,  or  other  matters  shall 
be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

7.  The  speaker  shall  vote  in  no  case  unless  the  House  be 
equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will 
make  the  division  equal;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 
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8.  AH  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed  by 
the  speaker;  and  all  writs,  warrants,  or  subpcsnas,  issued  by  or- 
der of  the  House^  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by 
the  clerk. 

9.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
galleries,  the  speaker,  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole 
house,  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

10.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  House, 
members  of  the  council,  and  members  of  the  Senate,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state,  treasurer,  and  clerks  of  the  Senate,  shall  be 
admitted  within  the  door  of  the  representatives'  chamber,  unless 
by  invitation  of  the  speaker,  or  some  member  of  the  House  with 
the  consent  of  the  speaker,  except  in  public  hearings,  parties, 
their  counsel  and  witnesses,  under  the  direction  of  the  speaker. 

11.  The  speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  such  substitution  not  to  ex- 
tend beyond  an  adjournment. 

OF   DEOOKUM  AND    DEBATE. 

12.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  fi-om  his  seat,  and  respect- 
fully address  himself  to  the  speaker, 

13.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Honse,  the  speak- 
er shall,  or  any  other  member  may,  call  him  to  order;  in  which 
case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  distinctly  stated  from 
the  chair ;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  member  shall  be  called  to 
order  for  uttering  disrespectful  words,  upon  the  request  of  any 
member  the  words  objected  to  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by 
the  member  so  calling  to  order;  after  which  the  member  so 
called  to  order  may  explain,  and  the  question  shall  be  open  to 
debate,  as  in  other  cases,  and  decided  by  the  speaker,  whose  de- 
cision shall  be  submitted  to,  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the 
House  by  a  member,  in  which  case  the  only  question  shall  be, 
"Is  the  speaker's  decision  correct?"  which  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called 
to  order,  he  may  proceed ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  may  re- 
quire it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

14.  In  all  cases  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first.   When 
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two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  speaker  shall  name  the 
person  to  speak. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, without  leave  of  the  House;  nor  more  than  once^  until 
every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

16.  While  the  speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing 
the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  House ;  nor 
in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  pri- 
vate discourse ;  nor,  while  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  be- 
tween him  and  the  chair;  nor  shall  any  member  leave  his  seat 
while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  calling. 

17.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of 
which  he  is  directly  interested ;  or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not 
present  when  the  question  was  put;  nor  sit  upon  any  committee 
when  he  is  directly  interested  in  the  question  under  considera- 
tion. In  case  of  such  interest  of  a  member  of  a  committee,  the 
fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  House,  and  another  person  substi- 
tuted on  that  question  in  his  place. 

18.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  a  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  reason, 
shall  excuse  him. 

19.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be  sec- 
onded and  stated  from  the  chair;  and  when  a  motion  shall  be 
made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by 
the  speaker  or  any  member,  and  delivered  in  at  the  table,  and 
read  by  the  speaker,  before  the  same  shall  be  debated. 

20.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House,  unless  it  be 
presented  by  a  member  thereof,  and  upon  motion  made  for  that 
purpose ;  nor  until  the  substance  of  said  petition  be  concisely 
minuted,  and  the  name  of  the  member,  and  the  town  he  repre- 
sents, recorded  upon  the  back  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  speaker,  whenever  any  motion  relative  to  a  petition  is  to 
be  stated  to  the  House,  to  state,  in  the  first  place,  the  substance 
of  the  petition,  as  minuted  on  the  back  thereof 

21.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  speaker  it  shall  be  in  pos- 
session of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before 
an  amendment. 

22.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received,  but,  1st,  to  adjourn  ;  2d,  to  lay  on  the  table ;  8d,  for 
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the  previous  question;  4th,  to  postpone  indefinitely;  5th,  to 
postpone  to  a  certain  day;  6th,  to  commit;  and,  7th,  to  amend, 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the 
tabic,  and  take  from  the  table,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

23.  The  speaker  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  the  follow- 
ing form :  ^ShaU  the  main  question  he  now  put  f^  and  all  debate 
upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the  previous 
question  has  been  decided.  After  the  adoption  of  the  previous 
question,  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  forthwith  be  taken  upon 
pending  amendments,  in  their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the 
main  question. 

24.  On  the  previous  question  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave,  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order, 
arising  after  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  shall  be  decided 
without  debate,  excepting  on  appeal,  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  without  leave 
of  the  House. 

25.  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative,  it 
shall  not  be  again  in  order  till  after  adjournment,  but  the  main 
question  shall  be  left  before  the  House,  and  disposed  of  as 
though  the  previous  question  had  not  been  put. 

26.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall 
not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session. 

27.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question, 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it ;  and  upon  a  motion  to  amend, 
a  refusal  to  strike  out  words  shall  neither  preclude  amendment 
to  such  words,  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

28.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
elude  all  amendment  to  the  main  question,  and  all  motions  and 
reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

29.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of  amend- 
ment, as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 

30.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  motion  for  re- 
consideration be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  major- 
ity, nor  unless  the  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on  the  same 
day  on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day  on  which  the 
House  shall  be  in  session,  between  the  hours  of  10  and  12 
o'clock. 
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81.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  objected  to 
by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

32.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a  mem- 
ber of  two  other  committees  who  have  not  reported. 

33.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punctually  attend  to 
his  duty  in  the  House,  and  no  one  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
service  of  the  House  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  un- 
able to  attend. 

84.  The  speaker  shall  appoint  a  sergeant-at-arms,  whenever 
it  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  House  and 
process  issued  by  its  authority.  And  he  shall  also  appoint  a 
teller  for  each  division  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
report  to  the  chair  the  state  of  the  vote,  whenever  a  division  of 
the  House  is  called  for. 

OF   STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

35.  The  foUowing  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed 
early  in  the  June  session : 

A  committee  on  national  affairs ;  a  committee  on  elections ; 
a  committee  on  the  judiciary;  a  committee  on  banks;  a  com- 
mittee on  the  state  prison ;  a  committee  on  insurance ;  a  com- 
mittee on  the  state  agricultural  college ;  a  committee  on  agri- 
culture; a  committee  on  manufactures;  a  committee  on  finance; 
a  committee  on  retrenchment  and  reform ;  a  committee  on  mili- 
tary affairs;  a  committee  on  education;  a  committee  on  the 
State  Normal  School;  a  committee  on  incorporations;  a  com- 
mittee on  towns  and  parishes;  a  committee  on  the  division  of 
towns;  a  committee  on  the  asylum  for  the  insane;  committee  a 
on  railroads;  a  committee  on  roads, bridges,  and  canals;  a  com- 
mittee on  unfinished  business ;  a  committee  on  mileage ;  a  com- 
mittee on  fisheries;  a  committee  on  the  reform  school;  and  a 
committee  on  claims — to  consist  of  twelve  members  each ;  a 
committee  on  bills  on  their  second  reading;  a  committee  on 
printers'  accounts;  a  committee  on  military  accounts — to  consist 
of  nine  members  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  National  Affairs  to 
consider  all  matters  of  national  concern,  all  matters  referred  to 
the  state  by  the  general  government,  and  all  matters  pertaining 
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to  our  federal  relations,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  bj  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Elections  to  exam- 
ine and  report  upon  the  certificates  or  other  credentials  of  the 
election  of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this  House,  and  to 
take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  other  matters  in 
relation  to  elections  or  returns  as  shall  or  may  be  presented,  or 
come  into  question,  and  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  to 
take  into  their  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  judi- 
ciary system  of  the  state ;  to  examine  and  report  M^hat  laws 
have  expired,  or  are  near  about  expiring,  and  requii^e  to  be  re- 
vived or  further  continued,  and  report  their  opinion  on  all  con- 
stitutional questions  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House* 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Banks  to  consider 
all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and  all  subjects 
relating  to  such  institutions,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by 
the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Prison  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  state 
prison ;  to  examine  all  repoi*ts  and  accounts  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  warden,  and  to  make  such  report,  either  by  bill 
or  otherwise,  as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  state  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Insurance  to  con- 
sider all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  insurance  com- 
panies, and  all  subjects  relating  to  insurance  companies,  domes- 
tic and  foreign,  and  whether  life,  fire,  marine,  accidental,  or  of 
any  other  character,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Agricul- 
tural College  to  examine  in  relation  to  the  rules  and  govern- 
ment of  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Mechanic  Arts,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
and  to  make  such  report  thereon,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise, 
as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  state  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  to  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  concerning  the  agricultural  inter- 
ests and  public  lands  of  the  state,  and  the  incorporation  of 
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agricultural  societies,  that  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Manufactures  to 
consider  all  matters  concerning  the  manufacturing  interests  of 
the  state,  and  all  applications  for  incorporation  for  manufactur- 
ing purposes,  which  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and 
to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  examine 
and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  treasury,  to  report 
what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise  as  a  state  tax,  and  on 
every  subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of  the  state,  that 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and 
Reform  to  take  into  consideration  the  public  expenditures,  and 
all  questions  relating  thereto;  and  also  to  consider  all  questions 
relating  to  the  subject  of  administrative  reforms  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  state  government,  and  repoit  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  to 
consider  all  applications  for  altering  and  amending  laws  regu- 
lating the  militia  of  this  state,  and  for  the  i*emoval  of  military 
officers,  and  to  repoit  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Education  to  con- 
sider all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school  districts 
and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education,  that  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Normal 
School  to  examine  in  relation  to  the  government  of  the  State 
Normal  School  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
and  to  make  such  report  thereon,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as 
they  think  the  interests  of  the  state  require. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Incorporations  to 
consider  and  report  on  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorporation, 
and  all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  question  relative  to 
bodies  corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
excepting  those  relating  to  towns,  parishes,  turnpikes,  railroads, 
canals,  banks,  agricultural  societies,  and  factories.  And  upon 
every  application  for  an  act  of  incorporation  referred  to  them, 
they  shall  inquire  whether  the  object  of  the  applicants  may  not 
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be  conveniently  obtained  by  voluntary  incoi*poration  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  state,  and  they  shall  report  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes 
to  consider  all  applications  for  the  alteration  of  town  or  parish 
lines  by  the  annexation  of  one  portion  of  a  town  or  parish  to 
another  town  or  parish,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  of 
Towns  to  consider  all  applications  for  incorporation  of  towns  or 
parishes,  by  division  of  towns  or  otherwise,  that  may  be  referred 
to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  to  examine  all  accounts,  particularly  of  those  relating  to 
the  expenditure  of  moneys  appropriated  by  the  state ;  to  exam- 
ine in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of  the  institution, 
and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  therewith,  and  all 
such  matters  as  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  re- 
port thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads  to  con- 
sider all  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  railroads;  for  altera- 
tions, and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges,  and 
Canals  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  turn- 
pikes, bridges,  or  canals,  and  for  the  alteration  of  tolls,  and  all 
matters  relative  thereto  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business 
to  examine  and  report,  from  the  journals  of  the  last  session,  all 
such  matters  as  were  then  pending  and  undetermined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  to  ascertain 
the  distance  travelled  by  each  member  of  the  House,  computing 
the  same  by  the  nearest  travelled  highway,  and  report  to  the 
House,  with  the  names  of  the  several  members,  and  the  distance 
travelled  by  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  to  con- 
sider all  matters  concerning  the  location,  growth,  cultivation, 
protection,  improvement,  and  preservation  of  fish,  within  the 
waters  of  this  state,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  which  may 
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be  referred  to  them  by  the  Hoase,  and  make  such  report  thereoD, 
either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  state 
requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Reform  School 
to  examine  in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of  the 
institution,  and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  there- 
with, and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as 
they  think  the  interest  of  the  state  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  on  the  Second 
Reading  to  take  into  consideration  all  bills  on  the  second  read- 
ing that  may  be  committed  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such 
report  thereon  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Printere'  Accounts 
to  examine  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  the  state  for  printing, 
and  every  subject  relating  to  such  accounts  that  may  be  referred 
to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Accounts  to 
examine;  adjust,  and  report  on  all  accounts  relative  to  the  militia 
that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  to  audit, 
adjust,  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be  pre- 
sented for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing,  military  ac- 
counts, and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

86.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered. 

87.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  respective 
committee  rooms  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of  the  House  in 
the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  House  shall  order; 
and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House,  un- 
less when  the  speaker  shall  consider  it  necessary. 

88.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed  by 
the  speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  chairman ;  and  in  case  of  his 
:ibsence,  or  being  excused  by  the  House,  the  next  named  mem- 
ber, and  so  on,  as  oflen  as  the  case  may  happen,  unless  the  com- 
mittee, by  a  majority  of  the  number,  elect  a  chairman.  And 
when  any  committee  shall  report  otherwise  than  by  bill,  they 
shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin  to  their  report  a  resolu- 
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tioD,  making  saob  disposition  of  the  matter  committed  to  them 
as  to  the  committee  shall  seem  expedient. 

39.  Whenever  it  .shall  not  be  convenient  for  any  standing 
committee  to  attend  promptly  to  all  the  business  which  may  be 
properly  referred  to  it,  the  speaker  may,  on  a  vote  of  the  House 
to  that  effect,  appoint  an  additional  committee  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, to  consist  of  the  same  number  of  members  as  the  original 
committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  into  consideration  all 
mattera  in  relation  to  that  subject  which  shall  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

ON  BILLS. 

40.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  by 
motion  for  leave,  or  by  an  order  of  the  House  on  the  report  of  a 
committee;  and  no  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced 
by  any  member  (except  on  the  report  of  a  committee)  unless  he 
shall  have  given  at  least  one  day's  notice  of  intention,  and  of 
the  object  of  the  bill  or  joint  resolution  to  be  introduced. 

41.  Every  bill  and  resolution  originally  introduced  into  the 
House  shall  be  expressed  in  words  clearly,  so  that  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute  to  ascertain  the 
meaning  thereof. 

42.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the  House 
previous  to  its  passage; — the  first  reading  shall  be  for  informa- 
tion; and  thereupon,  when  the  bill  shall  have  been  introduced 
by  a  committee,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  time 
shall  be  assigned  for  a  second  reading;  and  upon  the  second 
reading,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  House« 
a  time  shall  be  assigned  for  a  third  reading.  When  a  bill  shall 
have  been  introduced  by  a  member  upon  leave,  or  by  message 
from  the  Senate,  and  read  a  first  time,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  House,  the  question  shall  be, 
*'  Shall  the  oill  be  read  a  second  time  ? "  And  if  ordered  to  a 
second  reading,  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second  time  by 
its  title,  and  be  by  the  speaker  referred  to  the  appropriate 
standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 
No  bill,  after  it  has  been  read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third 
reading  until  afler  an  adjournment.  The  time  assigned  for  the 
second  and  third  readings  of  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  11 
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o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  8  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

43.  No  amendment  shall  be  made  but  upon  the  second  read- 
ing of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  and  all  resolutions  shall  be  in 
writing,  with  the  name  of  the  member  and  the  town  he  repre- 
sents on  the  back  thereof.  The  ordere  of  the  day  for  the  read- 
ing of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall  hold  for  every  succeeding 
day,  until  disposed  of. 

44.  All  bills,  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  necessary 
to  be  carried  to  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence,  may  be  sent 
by  the  assistant  clerk. 

OF   THB   COMMITTEE   OF   THE   WHOLE   HOUSE. 

46.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  House  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member  made 
for  that  purpose;  and  in  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House,  the  speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to 
preside  in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker. 

46.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  first  be  read 
throughout,  by  the  clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated  by 
clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be  last  considered. 
The  body  of  the  bill  or  resolution  sliall  not  be  defaced  or  inter- 
lined, but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line,  shall  be 
duly  entered  by  the  clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the  same  shall 
be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  House. 
After  report,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again  be  subject  to  be 
debated  and  amended  by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  pass  it  to 
a  third  reading  be  taken. 

47.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  observed 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be  appli- 
cable, except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking. 

48.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  rescinded 
without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor; 
nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  present,  to  be  ascertained  by  actual  count,  when  any 
member  shall  request  the  same. 
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ORDBB  OF  BUSINESS  OF   THB  DAY. 

49.  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read,  the  speaker  shall  call  for 
petitions  from  members  of  the  House.  The  petitions  having 
been  presented  and  disposed  of,  reports,  first  from  the  standing 
and  then  from  the  select  committees,  shall  be  called  for  and  dis- 
posed of.  And  the  above  business  shall  be  done  in  no  other 
part  of  the  day,  except  by  permission  of  the  House. 

60.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  engaged 
at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  if  called  for  by  any  mem- 
ber, shall  have  the  preference  over  all  other  business  except  the 
general  order  of  the  day;  and  no  motion,  or  any  other  business, 
except  the  general  order  of  the  day,  shall  be  received  without 
special  leave  of  the  House,  until  the  former  is  disposed  of 


JOINT  RULES 


OF  THE 


SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OP  REPRESENTATIVES. 


1.  When  a  convention  of  the  two  houses  is  to  be  formed, 
whether  by  a  requirement  of  the  constitution,  or  by  a  vote  or 
resolve  of  the  two  houses,  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice  when  the 
House  will  meet  the  Senate  in  convention.  As  soon  thereafter 
as  the  convenience  of  the  Senate  will  permit,  they  will  attend 
in  the  House.  The  speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  convention,  and  shall  state  the  reasons  for  forming  the  con- 
vention. When  the  House  and  Senate  are  thus  formed  in  con- 
vention, the  rules  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the  House  shall  be 
considered  the  rules  of  the  convention,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
deemed  applicable,  and  the  convention  shall  accordingly  be  gov- 
erned thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  peraons  as  each 
House  may  deem  to  be  proper. 

3.  Messages  from  either  house  shall  be  received  by  the  other 
at  all  times,  except  when  engaged  in  putting  a  question,  in  call- 
ing the  yeas  and  nays,  in  counting  the  ballots,  or  in  reading  the 
journal. 

4.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to  the 
other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to  which 
it  may  be  sent,  by  the  door-keeper. 

5.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses, 
they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  clerk  of  each  house  re- 
spectively. 


^ 
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6.  There  shall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  engrossing 
bills,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  house.  All  bills  that 
pass  both  houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said  committee,  be  by 
them  engrpssed,  carefully  examined,  and  reported  to  the  respec- 
tive houses;  and  shall  be  signed,  first  by  the  speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  then  by  the  president  of  the 
Senate. 

7.  There  shall  be  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  members  of 
the  House  and  one  of  the  Senate,  on  each  of  the  following  sub- 
jects, to  wit:  On  all  matters  relative  to  the  state  library,  and  on 
all  matters  relative  to  the  state  house  and  state  house  yard. 

8.  Every  bill  or  joint  resolution,  repealing  or  modifying  any 
act  or  statute  law,  shall  refer  to  the  same  by  the  chapter,  title,  and 
section  of  the  General  Statutes,  if  contained  therein,  otherwise 
by  its  title  and  the  session  of  the  legislature  when  the  same  was 
passed,  and  shall  also  be  expressed  by  words  clearly,  so  that  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute  to 
ascertain  the  meaning  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
presiding  officer  of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  to  require  all 
such  bills  and  resolutions  to  be  made  in  conformity  therewith, 
before  putting  any  vote  thereon  except  to  commit  or  amend. 

9.  When  a  bill  or  resolve  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to 
the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

10.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolve  may  be  founded. 

11.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  bills  which 
have  passed  their  several  stages  in  the  house  in  which  they 
originated,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed  for 
adjournment. 

12.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagree- 
ment, a  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  considered  lost. 

13.  No  bill,  joint  resolution,  claim  outstanding  on  the  first 
day  of  the  session,  or  petition  relating  to  new  business,  shall  be 
received  in  either  branch  of  the  legislature  after  the  third  week 
of  the  session,  unless  reported  from  a  committee;  provided,  that 
this  rule  may  be  suspended  in  either  house  whenever  two 
thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  members  shall  actually  vote  in 
favor  thereof  and  not  otherwise.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

House  ot  Rspbbsentatives, 

June  Session,  1875. 

The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  refeiTed  the  reso- 
lution inquiring  by  what  right  George  E.  Raymond  and  Russell 
Harding  hold  seats  in  this  House,  having  considered  the  same, 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  and  resolution :

JFor  the  committee. 

The  committee  appointed  to  inquire  by  what  right  Qeorge  E. 
Raymond  and  Russell  Harding  hold  seats  in  the  House  from 
Hart's  Location,  respectfully  submit  the  following  statement  of 
facts: 

An  election  was  held  in  what  is  known  as  Hart's  Location,  in 
Carroll  county,  on  the  13th  of  March,  1875,  at  which  time  two 
ballots  were  taken  for  representative. 

At  the  first  ballot  fifty  votes  were  cast,  of  which  George  E. 
Raymond  received  thirty.  At  the  second  ballot  sixty-five  votes 
were  given  in,  of  which  Russell  Harding  had  forty-five;  and 
both  were  declared  elected  first  and  second  representative  re- 
spectively. 

Upon  the  check-list  used  at  said  meeting  there  purports  to  be 
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the  names  of  871  voters  and  ratable  polls,  with  no  designation 
to  distinguish  the  latter  from  the  former.  It  appeared  in  evi- 
dence that  five  or  six  hundred  of  these  names  were  copied  from 
the  time-books  of  the  contractors  on  the  Portland  &  Ogdens- 
burg  Railroad,  and  were  the  names  of  railroad  employes  and 
laborers  temporarily  at  work  on  the  Notch  section.  They  con- 
sisted of  Swedes,  Frenchmen,  Irishmen,  and  Italians.  It  ap- 
peared by  the  evidence  of  both  the  sitting  members,  one  of 
whom  was  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  that  no 
personal  inquiry  was  made  of  these  men  as  to  their  being 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  whether  they  had  residences  else- 
where. 

It  further  appeared  that  these  men  were  constantly  shifting, 
coming  and  going,  sometimes  at  the  rate  of  from  sixty  to  a 
hundred  a  day.  Since  May,  1874,  there  has  been  an  average 
of  800  men  per  day  employed,  and  the  whole  number  between 
May,  1874,  and  March,  1876,  was  estimated  at  10,000;  so  that 
the  changes  have  been  constant.  Mr.  Harding,  one  of  the  sit- 
ting membere,  testified  that  the  ^majority  were  going  and 
coming."  Although  the  selectmen  regarded  these  men  as  suf- 
ficiently liable  to  taxation  to  use  them  as  ratable  polls,  they 
decided  after  election  not  to  assess  them  for  a  poll  tax,  showing 
conclusively  that  they  did  not  really  regard  them  as  liable  to 
taxation  when  they  enumerated  them  as  ratable  polls. 

It  appears,  further,  that  many  names  on  the  check-list  were 
several  times  repeated ;  and  that,  on  the  morning  of  the  13th, 
names  were  put  upon  the  check-list  of  persons  residing  in  Nash 
and  Sawyer's  Location,  which  had  no  right  to  go  upon  the  list. 
It  also  appears  that  the  names  of  peraons  claiming  to  be  natu- 
ralized citizens,  but  who  were  not  reqiiireci  to  show  the  fiict  in 
a  single  case,  were  put  on  the  check-list,  and  the  persons  voted. 

It  further  appeared  in  evidence,  and  by  the  papers  and  records 
of  the  town-clerk  submitted  in  the  case,  that  not  one  of  the  re- 
quirements of  the  statute,  in  relation  to  the  warrant,  check-list, 
and  certificate,  had  been  complied  with.  The  warrant,  although 
addressed  to  the  inhabitants  of  Hart's  Location,  Nash  and  Saw- 
yer's Location,  and  Crawford's  Grant,  does  not  show  that  it  was 
posted  in  any  of  those  places,  as  required  by  section  8,  chapter 
32  of  the  General  Statutes.     The  check-list  does  not  show,  nor 
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does  the  town-clerk  certify,  that  a  copy  of  the  check-list  was 
posted  fourteen  days  previous  to  the  meeting)  as  required  by 
section  9,  chapter  32  of  the  General  Statutes. 

The  selectmen  did  not  file  with  the  town-clerk  an  attested 
copy  of  the  check-list,  as  required  by  section  11,  chapter  32,  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  nor  did  they  take  and  subscribe  upon  the  back  of 
the  check-list  the  oath  required  by  section  1,  chapter  5  of  the 
Pamphlet  Laws  of  1871. 

There  appears  to  be  a  certificate  on  the  back  of  the  check-list 
signed  by  George  £.  Raymond,  one  of  the  selectmen,  and  sworn 
to  before  John  C.  Moore,  in  the  county  of  Merrimack,  on  the  1st 
day  of  January,  1875.  The  certificate  is  manifestly  fraudulent, 
as  it  is  not  the  action  of  the  selectmen,  and  was  outside  of  the 
statute  in  regard  to  time. 

A  paper  was  attached  to  the  check-list  on  the  Ist  of  June,  in 
Concord,  which  purports  to  set  forth  that  an  alphabetical  list  of 
all  the  legal  voters  in  Hart's  Location  was  posted  at  the  Willey 
house  and  at  Pleasant  River  house  on  the  22d  day  of  February, 
1875.  This  paper  is  signed  by  George  E.  Raymond,  one  of  the 
selectmen  of  Hart's  Location,  and  who  also  signed  the  name  of 
Lewis  C.  Bays,  another  of  the  selectmen  of  said  Location,  said 
Raymond  claiming  to  have  the  authority  from  said  Bays  to  so 
sign  his  name.  The  juroA  made  by  James  R.  Jackson  falsely 
certifies  that  Lewis  C.  Bays  personally  appeared  and  made  oath 
to  the  certificate. 

By  the  General  Statutes,  section  15,  chapter  32,  Carroll,  Nash 
and  Sawyer's  Location,  Hart's  Location,  and  Crawford's  Grant, 
are  classed  together  for  the  purpose  of  sending  a  representative. 
This  class  is  now  represented  in  the  House  by  John  Hunt  of 
Carroll,  and  he  is  the  only  representative  to  which  these  places 
are  by  the  law  and  constitution  entitled. 

It  was  not  claimed  that  the  election  in  Hart's  Location  was 
any  other  than  an  election  in  a  classed  town,  and  as  such  the 
statute  provisions  were  not  complied  with  in  any  respect. 

Kash  and  Sawyer's  Location  and  Crawford's  Grant  are  with- 
out any  organization,  and  no  way  is  provided  by  law  to  subject 
their  inhabitants  to  the  payment  of  a  poll  tax.  Therefore  they 
cannot  be  reckoned  as  ratable  polls,  and  their  inclusion  in  Hart's 
Location  check-list  was  illegal. 
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George  E.  Raymond,  one  of  the  sitting  members,  is  a  civil 
engineer  on  the  Portland  &  Ogdensbarg  Railroad,  now  being 
constracted  through  the  Notch  of  the  White  Mountains.  He 
testified  that  it  is  not  his  intention  to  make  Hart's  Location  his 
home,  and  he  declined  to  swear  that  he  had  not  voted  in  Port- 
land within  two  years.  Russell  Harding,  the  other  sitting 
member,  declared  it  is  not  his  intention  to  make  Hart's  Loca- 
tion his  home. 

Upon  this  statement  of  facts,  the  committee  conclude, — 

1st.  That  Hart's  Location  had  not  the  constitntional  nnmber 
of  ratable  polls  to  send  any  representative  to  this  House. 

2d.  That  the  election,  as  a  classed  town^  was  void,  becanse 
none  of  the  provisions  of  the  statute  was  complied  with. 

8d.  That  said  Raymond  and  Harding  are  not  legal  inhabitants 
of  this  state,  and  therefore  are  not  constitutionally  eligible  to 
seats  in  this  House. 

4th.  That  the  election  of  two  representatives  from  Hart's 
Location,  on  the  18th  of  March  last,  was  a  palpable  fraud  and 
wrong. 

6th.  That  the  palpable  defects  of  the  certificates  of  election 
issued  to  said  Raymond  and  Harding,  and  the  obvious  illegality 
of  their  election,  did  not  waiTant  the  clerk  in  placing  the  names 
of  George  £.  Raymond  and  Russell  Harding  upon  the  roll  of 
the  House. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  ac- 
companying resolution : 

JResoloed,  That  George  E.  Raymond  and  Russell  Harding  are 
not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  House,  and  that  the  clerk  be  in- 
structed to  strike  their  names  from  the  roll  of  the  House  forth- 
with.

To  the  JETouse  of  Representatives : 

We,  the  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Elec- 
tions, to  whom  was  committed  the  House  resolution  instructing 
said  committee  to  inquire  by  what  right  George  E.  Raymond 
and  Russell  Harding  hold  seats  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
as  members  from  Hart's  Location^  being  unable  to  agree  with 
the  majority  of  the  committee  in  the  conclusions  they  have 
reached  after  hearing  the  evidence  and  statements,  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolution  : 

Hart's  Location  is  situated  in  the  White  Mountains,  extend- 
ing from  Sawyer's  Rock  on  the  Bartlett  line  to  the  narrowest 
point  in  the  White  Mountain  Notch,  and  is,  as  surveyed,  471 
rods  wide,  equally  upon  each  side  of  the  river.  Through  the 
Location  the  Portland  &  Ogdensburg  Railroad  is  now  being 
builded,  and  upon  its  work  a  large  number  of  men  are  employed. 
The  evidence  shows  that  at  the  time  of  the  last  annual  town- 
meeting,  and  upon  the  meeting  the  Saturday  following,  there 
were  800  men,  at  least;  in  Hart's  Location, — some  with  families 
and  some  without,  but  with  no  taxable  residence  in  any  other 
town.  This  Location,  as  classed  with  Crawford's  Grant  and 
Nash  and  Sawyer's  Location,  on  Saturday,  March  13th,  elected 
Raymond  and  Harding  as  representatives  to  the  General  Court. 
The  evidence  shows  that  the  meeting  on  March  18th  was  duly 
notified  and  holden,  and  nearly  all  the  names  upon  the  check- 
list as  voters  are  checked  as  having  voted.  The  certificates 
upon  the  list  and  warrant  are  defective.  The  names  of  the 
voters  upon  the  list  #rere  also  placed  upon  the  back  of  the  list, 
as  appeared  by  Raymond's  evidence  (he  being  one  of  the  select- 
men), under  a  mistake  of  the  law.  Throwing  out  all  these,  and 
all  names  of  men  bearing  the  same  or  similar  names, — of  whom 
there  were  many,r^and  there  would  still  remain  upon  the  list 
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and  upon  the  back  thereof  more  than  450  ratable  polls.  It 
appeared  from  the  uncontradicted  evidence  of  Harding  that 
several  men  in  his  company's  employ  bore  the  same  name,  but 
that  he  could  personally  identify  each  of  them.  The  names  of 
the  ratable  polls  were  first  taken  by  Raymond  from  Harding, 
and  the  information  he  thus  obtained  as  to  these  ratable  polls 
was  supplemented  by  his  walking  over  the  line  and  examining 
the  bosses  and  men,  either  personally  or  through  the  bosses. 
Carroll  was  classed  by  statute  with  this  Location  and  Craw- 
ford's Grant  and  Nash  and  Sawyer's  Location,  but  t«ok  no  part 
in  this  election,  having  acquired  ratable  polls  sufficient  to  enable 
her  to  send  a  representative  outside  the  classification. 

We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion, — 

Ist.  That  Hart's  Location,  either  as  a  town  or  with  its  class, 
is  entitled  to  at  least  two  representatives  under  the  constitu- 
tional provision  which  entitles  ratable  polls  to  an  "equal  repre- 
sentation," and  gives  the  guaranty  to  the  people  of  such  repre- 
sentation upon  the  basis  of  two  representatives  for  four  hundred 
and  fifty  ratable  polls. 

2d.  That  the  effect  of  the  manifest  errors  and  informalities  in 
the  conduct  of  the  meeting  and  in  the  management  of  the  se- 
lectmen cannot,  under  the  constitution,  and  under  the  law  as 
settled  by  the  supreme  court  of  this  and  other  states,  be  to  de- 
prive the  qualified  voter  of  his  suffrage,  or  a  community  of  rata 
ble  polls  of  their  representation. 

3d.  That  the  sitting  members  received  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  aU  the  qualified  voters  of  the  places  classed,  as  appears  by  the 
list,  and  are  therefore  the  choice  of  the  qualified  electora. 

4th.  That  the  voters  and  people  had  due  and  legal  notice  of 
the  meeting,  as  shown  by  extrinsic  evidence. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Hesolved,  That  George  £.  Raymond  and  Russell  Harding  are 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Representatives  as  members 
from  Hart's  Location.  #

The  Committee  on  the  Reform  School,  having  attended  to 
their  duties,  respectfally  submit  the  following  report. 

N.  C.  JAMESON, 

For  the  committee. 

The  committee  visited  the  institution  on  Wednesday,  June 
16th,  and  examined  the  several  departments  thereof,  and  were 
much  gratified  with  the  general  appearance  of  cleanliness  and 
good  order  which  pervades  the  establishment. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  trustees  and  superintendent, 
which  has  just  been  presented,  you  will  find  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past  year;  also,  some 
suggestions  in  relation  to  the  management  of  the  school,  to 
which  we  respectfully  invite  your  careful  consideration. 

The  committee  heard  some  of  the  pupils  examined  in  read- 
ing, spelling,  and  writing  on  the  blackboard, — ^in  which  they  will 
compare  reasonably  with  most  pupils  of  their  age. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  scholai-s, — their  cleanliness, 
promptness,  and  obedience, — was  noticeable,  and  awakened  much 
interest  among  the  members  of  the  committee ;  and  we  believe 
that  as  a  body  they  will  compare  favorably  with  many  of  our 
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schools,  whose  members  have  been  more  fortunate  in  birth  and 
position. 

The  building  appeare  to  be  in  complete  condition,  and  well 
adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  establishment.  The  barns  are  spa- 
cious, and  suitable  for  a  large  and  productive  farm;  and  it  is  to 
be  regretted  that  the  location  of  this  state  institution  is  not 
where  the  soil  is  better  adapted  to  practical  farming,  where 
agricultural  labor  could  be  more  remunerative.  The  need  of  a 
shed  or  outbuilding,  we  will  mention  further  on  in  the  report. 

The  live-stock  on  the  farm, — horses,  cattle,  and  swine, — was 
pronounced,  by  those  of  the  committee  who  were  judges,  to  be 
very  good,  and  reflecting  no  discredit  on  the  state  or  the  man- 
agement. Not  so  much  effort  has  been  made  or  attention  given 
of  late  to  the  breeding  of  fancy  cattle,  which,  we  think,  consid- 
ering the  expense  incurred,  is  decidedly  the  better  and  more  ad- 
visable plan. 

During  the  past  year  some  permanent  improvements  have 
been  made,  such  as  building  a  large  amount  of  stone  wall  on  the 
premises,  which  we  think  reflect  credit  on  the  superintendent. 

On  the  whole,  the  committee  feel  that  they  can  report  the 
institution  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  believe  that,  as  far  as 
the  management  is  concerned,  it  is  a  benefit  to  the  pupils  and  a 
credit  to  the  state. 

The  committee  find  that  there  are  some  improvements  neces- 
sary to  the  wants  of  the  establishment,  some  of  which  are  almost 
imperative  for  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  inmates.  One 
of  these  is,  to  secure  a  supply  of  fresh  water  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes ;  and  the  estimated  expense  of  this  is  not  to 
exceed  8980.  Another  is,  to  lay  a  sewer  from  the  buildings  to 
the  lower  ground  near  the  meadow,  which  is  much  needed  as  a 
sanitary  measure,  and  will  cost  about  $300.  Another  is,  to  build 
a  shed  for  the  housing,  of  carts  and  farm  wagons,  which  are  now 
exposed  to  the  weather  the  year  round,  the  same  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  $300.  Another  is,  to  furnish  the  boys  with  an  extra 
suit  of  clothes  for  Sundays,  and  such  other  days  as  they  may  be 
required.  We  believe  that  this  measure,  although  costing  the 
state  no  more  in  the  aggregate,  will  have  a  decided  and  benefi- 
cial effect  on  the  pupils,  and  is  limited  in  expense  to  $1000,  or  one 
hundred  suits  at  810  each.    And;  finally,  either  another  boiler 
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must  be  purchased,  or  some  other  means  of  heating  the  build- 
ing, and  for  cooking  and  domestic  uses,  will  have  to  be  projected, 
as  the  present  boiler  is  not  large  enough  to  heat  the  building, 
and  gave  out  one  of  the  coldest  days  last  winter ;  but  they  were 
fortunate  enough,  after  some  six  or  eight  hours,  to  get  it  re- 
paired without  serious  damage.  The  present  boiler  cannot  be 
relied  upon  for  another  winter,  and  using  it  alone  is  running  the 
risk  of  explosion,  ae  well  as  the  risk  of  its  giving  out  entirely; 
and  then  the  freezing  and  bursting  of  the  water-pipes  would  be 
more  damaging  and  disastrous  to  the  state  than  to  put  in  a  new 
boiler  before  the  old  one  is  completely  gone.  The  expense  of 
this  proposed  boiler  is  estimated  at  $1420. 

The  aggregate  expense  of  these  necessities  will  be,  on  careful 
estimates,  as  above,  $4,000 ;  and,  although  the  committee  desire 
economy  and  prudence,  we  unanimously  agree  that,  under  the 
circumstances,  an  appropriation  of  this  amount  for  these  pur- 
poses will  be  judicious,  and  accordingly  ask  for  the  same. 

The  question  of  labor  and  employment  for  the  boys  has  been, 
and  is,  a  prominent  question  before  this  committee  and  the 
people  of  this  state;  but,  owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  remunera- 
tiv^e  business  for  a  year  or  two  to  come,  and  not  knowing  what 
branch  of  industry  to  recommend  for  introduction,  if  any,  the 
committee  have  agreed  on  the  following  resolution,  and  recom- 
mend its  passage : 

Mesolved,  Tliat  the  governor  and  council  be  instructed  to  ap- 
point three  commissioners  to  take  into  consideration  the  whole 
question  of  employment  for  the  boys  at  the  reform  school,  and 
report  whether  it  is  advisable  to  introduce  any  special  labor 
there,  and  if  so,  what  branch,  and  report  to  the  next  legislature.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

JxrxB  Session,  1875. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaentaiives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  convened : 

Agreeable  to  the  joint  resolution  of  June,  1874, 1  herewith 
submit  the  report  upon  art  education  in  the  public  schools. 

Popular  education  is  undergoing  a  decided  change  through- 
out the  world, — a  change  that  is  adapting  it  to  the  new  and 
urgent  demands  of  the  age.  This  manifests  itself  in  the  prun- 
ing of  the  hitherto  recognized  8tudie8,--discarding  the  effete 
and  useless  portions,  adding  new  branches  to  the  required 
course  of  study, — and,  especially,  in  the  rapidly  growing  atten- 
tion which  is  given  to  industrial  education,  based  on  science  and 
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art.  European  governments,  in  particular,  have  greatly  encour- 
aged the  industrial  education  of  their  people  during  the  last 
twenty-five  years.  From  this  example  and  its  results  Ameri- 
cans may  learn  much  that  is  profitable,  if  they  will.  Whatever 
may  be  said  of  political  education,  it  is  certain  that  industrial 
education  ought  to  be  much  the  same  the  world  over:  hence 
what  is  good  for  the  European  workman,  must,  as  a  rule,  be 
good  for  the  American.  A  vast  deal  bearing  upon  this  subject 
has  been  published  within  a  few  years; — I  will  endeavor  to  illus- 
trate the  most  important  points  by  extracts  from  the  writings  of 
those  who  have  carefully  studied  it. 

An  English  translation  of  an  elaborate  report  to  the  Austrian 
government,  made  by  Professor  Langl,  on  drawing  and  art 
education,  as  displayed  at  the  World's  Fair,  held  at  Vienna  in 
1873,  has  just  been  published  by  L.  Prang  &  Co.,  at  Boston. 
From  the  American  introduction,  by  0.  B.  Stetson,  I  take  the 
following  extract,  which  gives  a  brief  summary  of  what  has 
been  done  in  Europe  for  industrial  education. 

"While  America  as  yet  has  done  almost  nothing  for  the  direct 
education  of  labor,  how  munificent  the  expenditures  made  for 
this  purpose  by  European  governments,  how  broad  their  view, 
and  how  thoughtful  the  adaptation  of  means  to  secure  the  de- 
sired end  I  They  rely  upon  no  one  thing,  but,  beginning  the 
work  in  elementary  schools,  where  all  can  be  reached,  they  carry 
it  on,  through  evening  schools,  through  Sunday-schools,  through 
schools  for  special  industries,  even  in  towns  of  one  or  two  thou- 
sand inhabitants,  through  schools  of  arts  and  trades,  at  frequent 
intervals ;  they  advance  it  by  popular  lectures,  by  local  muse- 
ums, and  by  oft-occurring  exhibitions;  they  complete  it  in  great 
technical  univei*sities  and  art  museums,  with  their  numerous  and 
comprehensive  courses.  Thus  they  provide  for  all  ranks  in  life, 
for  all  the  exigencies  of  art  and  of  industry.  To-day,  in  the 
workshops  and  manufacturing  establishments  of  Europe,  there 
are  miUions  of  men  andwomen^  who  have  been  trained  more  or 
less  efliciently,  during  the  last  twenty  years,  in  art  and  science 
applied  to  industry."  Is  not  this  a  noteworthy  change  of  public 
policy  on  the  part  of  European  governments? 

Let  us  briefly  consider  what  the  leading  European  nations 
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have  done  and  are  doing  for  the  advancement  of  the  art-indus- 
trial education  of  their  people. 

ART-INDUSTRIAIi  EDUCATION   IN   ENGLAND. 

For  this  new  endeavor  England  is,  with  the  utmost  delibera- 
tion, thoroughly  preparing  herself.  At  first  she  began  with  half 
measures,  which  need  not  here  be  further  described  than  by  say- 
ing that  she  undertook  to  educate  her  workmen  only  after  they 
became  workmen,  and  gave  very  little  thought  to  artistic  quali- 
ties, relying  upon  cheap  production,  good  material,  and  honest 
workmanship,  to  find  a  profitable  market  for  her  manufactures. 
She  was  the  first  to  challenge  the  world  to  a  comparison  of  in- 
dustrial products,  and  in  1851  held  the  first  universal  exhibition 
at  London.  The  result  every  one  knows.  As  to  products  in. 
volving  taste,  that  which  adds  so  much  to  market  value,  she 
found  herself  far  below  her  European  rivals,  and  above  the 
United  States  alone. 

Profiting  by  her  unexpected  and  humiliating  defeat,  she  at 
once  abandoned  her  old  educational  policy, — which  was  based 
mainly  upon  the  principle  of  letting  alone, — and  went  vigorously 
to  work,  in  the  faith  that  instruction  in  art,  as  applied  to  indus- 
try, could  be  reduced  to  rational  methods,— could  be  treated 
according  to  recognized  educational  principles,  and  so  need  not 
longer  be  left  to  the  fancy  of  each  individual,  nor  to  the  blind 
caprice  of  the  hour. 

There  was  formed,  in  the  privy  council,  a  new  section,  under 
the  name  of  **  Science  and  Art  Department,''  which  has  for  its 
special  object  the  popular  dissemination  of  a  knowledge  of 
science  and  art,  as  applied  to  industry.  Thus  far  the  depart- 
ment has  devoted  itself  more  especially  to  the  advancement  of 
drawing  and  the  arts  of  design. 

In  1852,  the  South  Kensington  Museum,  which  receives  an 
annual  grant  from  the  government  of  about  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dolliirs,  was  founded  in  London,  at  an  original  cost  of 
some  six  million  of  dollara.  Beside  giving  general  instruction 
in  fine  and  industrial  art,  and  sending  out  numerous  travelling 
collections  of  art  objects  for  local  service,  this  school  provides 
special  training,  free  of  cost,  to  those  whom  the  government 
selects  as  the  most  promising  candidates  for  art-mastera,  and 
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who,  upon  finishing  the  course,  are  expecting  to  take  charge  of 
art  schools  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom.  Thus,  the  South 
Kensington  Museum  is  the  great  centre  of  art  instruction  for 
the  whole  kingdom, — ^but  it  is  only  the  centre:  the  educational 
influence  of  the  government  is  felt  everywhere,  and  in  all  im- 
portant industrial  localities  art  schools  for  instruction  in  draw- 
ing, modelling,  and  design  have  also  been  established. 

These  schools,  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  science  and 
art  department,  are  sustained  in  part  by  the  government,  in  part 
by  the  local  authorities,  and  in  part  by  fees,  it  being  the  princi- 
pal object  to  improve  manufactures  by  making  them  more  artis- 
tic, and  to  promote  machine  and  building  construction.  They 
continue  to  increase  from  year  to  year.  According  to  the 
oflScial  report  for  1872,  they  numbered  122,  and  were  attended 
by  22,845  students,  to  whom  add  the  765  students  who  attend 
the  National  Art  Training  School  at  South  Kensington.  Thus, 
for  every  210,000  of  the  population  there  was  one  well  appoint- 
ed art  school,  wholly  devoted  to  art  instruction,  with  an  average 
of  190  students.  There  were  also  a  large  number  of  science 
schools  in  which  drawing  was  taught,  69  submitting  papers  for 
payments  and  prizes.  Of  night  classes  for  giving  instruction  in 
drawing  to  artisans,  and  to  youth  more  than  twelve  years  of 
age,  there  were  538,  with  an  attendance  amounting  to  17,256. 
Then  it  is  not  to  be  overlooked  that  drawing  forms  an  impor- 
tant part  of  the  instruction  given  in  elementary  schools,  both 
public  and  private. 

Thus,  in  the  "schools  for  the  poor"  alone,  194,549  children 
were  instructed  in  drawing  in  1872.  And  thus,  a  more  eflicient 
knowledge  of  art,  as  applied  to  industry,  is  rapidly  spreading 
amonc:  all  the  industrial  classes  of  Great  Britain. 

The  advocates  of  popular  instruction  in  science,  as  applied  to 
industry,  seeing  the  great  success  which  has  attend*ed  the  efforts 
in  favor  of  art,  are  strenuously  urging  the  government  to  treat 
science  in  the  same  systematic  and  liberal  manner.  The  vast 
thinf^s  they  contemplate  are  minutely  described  by  E.  Twining, 
in  his  book  on  "Technical  Training,"  and  by  J.  Scott  Russell, 
in  his  book  entitled  "  Systematic  Technical  Education  for  the 
English  People."  That  the  advocates  of  popular  scientific  edu- 
cation will,  at  an  early  day,  obtain  what  they  desire,  cannot  well 
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be  doubted.  Then,  with  the  full  development  of  the  public 
school  system  established  in  1870,  the  educational  equipment  of 
England  will  be  complete  and  exceedingly  efficient. 

ART-IXDUSTRIAL   EDUCATION  IN  FUANCE. 

Firet-fruits  of  systematic  English  art  education  soon  began  to 
manifest  themselves.  At  the  Universal  Exhibition,  held  at 
London  in  1862,  the  advancement  in  English  art-manufactures 
since  1851  was  clearly  shown ;  and  the  French,  ever  sensitively 
alive  to  their  industrial  interests,  took  alarm.  Such  great  re- 
sults so  soon  achieved,  what  might  not  be  expected  in  the 
future  !  France  saw,  indeed,  that  it  was  not  safe  to  rely  upon 
prestige,  however  distinguished  ;  she  saw  that  to  stand  still  was 
to  go  to  the  rear;  she  saw  that  to  maintain  her  position,  so  long 
indisputably  held  at  the  head  in  art-manufactures,  she  must 
advance. 

The  next  year  the  emperor  appointed  a  large  and  able  com- 
mission, which  was  divided  into  sections,  to  investigate  the  sub- 
ject of  technical  education  in  general,  and  art-industrial  educa- 
tion in  particular.  In  1865  thjs  commission  made  an  elaborate 
report,  showing  what  the  situation  was  at  home,  and  in  all 
parts  of  Europe.  They  declared  that  drawing,  with  all  its 
applications  to  the  different  industrial  arts,  should  be  considered 
as  the  principal  means  to  be  employed  in  technical  instruction,^ 
They  made  sundry  recommendations  for  the  advancement  of 
art-education, — of  drawing,  in  particular,  which  he  believed 
should  be  made  more  scientific,  more  uniform,  and  more  gen- 
eral, if  France  was  to  retain  her  industrial  supremacy.  They 
would  have  less  of  individual  caprice,  and  teaching  more  in  har- 
mony with  sound  and  fixed  educational  principles. 

The  government  proceeded,  at  once,  to  act  upon  the  advice 
of  the  commission,  and  the  art-instruction  of  France,  which  had 
so  long  been  the  best  in  Europe  for  industrial  purposes,  was  in 
various  points  reconstructed  and  made  better  still.  Steps  were 
taken  to  provide  better  teachers,  better  appointed  school-rooms, 
better  models  and  drawing-copies.  The  co6peration  of  pub- 
lishers was  secured,  for  they  soon  saw  that  they  must  furnish 
better  drawing-copies,  otherwise  their  publications  would  be 
excluded  from  the  schools. 


512  APPENDIX. 

To  impart  a  degi'ee  of  uniformity  to  instruction  everywhere, 
especially  in  the  matter  of  style,  the  government  used  its  influ- 
ence to  introduce  into  all  the  leading  art  schools  of  the  country 
H  set  of  large  drawing-plates,  two  hundred  in  all,  costing  eight 
francs  each.  But  so  various  are  the  schools  in  France, — some 
public,  some  private,  some  half-and-half,  some  general,  some 
special, — for  the  education  of  the  people,  that  the  government 
is  obliged  to  resort  to  various  means,  direct  and  indirect,  to 
bring  about  any  general  educational  reform. 

One  of  the  main  objects  of  the  Universal  Exhibition,  held  at 
Paris  in  1867,  was  to  stimulate  and  unify  the  art-industrial 
education  of  France.  Since  the  disastrous  war  with  Prussia, 
educational  problems, — ^general,  industrial,  and  military, — have 
received  more  solicitous  consideration  than  ever  before,  at  the 
hands  of  the  French  authorities,  both  national  and  local.  In- 
deed, with  French  education  of  all  kinds,  the  present  is  a  recon- 
structive period,  a  fact  that  appears  to  be  overlooked  by  those 
who  so  vehemently  urge  us  to  imitate  the  art-instruction 
which  has  hitherto  prevailed  in  France.  However  well  this 
art-instruction  may  have  served  iti5  purpose  in  the  past,  France 
herself,  by  attempting  many  decided  changes,  acknowledges 
that  it  is  unequal  to  the  present  demands;  that,  in  competing 
with  thorough  instruction  based  upon  art-science,  her  traditional 
methods  cannot  stand. 

ABT-INDUSTBIAL  EDUCATION  IN   GERMANY. 

Germany  shows  that  she,  too,  feels  the  impulse  of  art-industrial 
education.  Her  activity,  however,  would,  doubtless,  have  been 
more  marked  but  for  the  military  exigencies  of  the  last  fifteen 
years.  With  German  unity  secured,  under  the  leadership  of  Prus- 
sia, it  is  probable  that  the  development  of  industry,  by  educational 
means,  will  henceforth  receive  much  greater  attention.  But,  in 
the  past,  art-industrial  education  has  not  been,  by  any  means, 
neglected.  Not  only  in  all  the  larger  towns  of  the  different 
states,  as  in  Nuremburg,  Munich,  and  Berlin,  have  there  long 
been  liberal  provisions  for  the  special  training  of  art-workmen, 
but  there  have  been  similar  provisions,  oflentimes  quite  as 
ample,  in  many  of  the  smaller  towns, — even  in  those  of  one 
or  two  thousand  inhabitants. 
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Now  comes  a  fresh  impulse,  and  things  old  are  taking  on  a 
new  face.  The  late  war  taught  France  a  valuable  lesson ;  and 
from  France,  defeated  and  prostrate,  yet  promptly  paying  her 
forfeited  milliards,  Prussia  also  learned  a  lesson,  and  means  to 
profit  by  it; — ^the  lesson  that  art-industrial  education  contributes 
to  the  prosperity  and  grandeur  of  nations. 

^  Immediately  after  the  war  with  France,"  as  Pix>fessor  Langl 
says,  *'  the  authorities  of  the  various  industrial  towns  of  Prussia 
were  called  upon,  in  a  circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Com- 
merce and  Industry,  to  /oUoto  the  example  of  France  in  the 
organization  of  drawing  and  industrial  schools ;  and  their  atten- 
tion was  directed  to  the  industrial  importance  of  these  schools, 
and  to  the  fact  that  they  form  the  true  basis  of  the  wealth  of 
France.  Regulations  in  regard  to  teachers  of  free-hand  draw- 
ing and  modelling  in  the  industrial  schools  were  prepared  at 
the  same  time." 

Divided,  :is  Germany  is,  into  different  states,  with  different 
educational  authorities,  more  or  less  independent,  the  reform  in 
art-education  will  not  make  the  same  uniform  progress  every- 
where ;  nevertheless,  one  may  rest  assured  that  the  reform,  from 
the  primary  school  to  the  university,  and  in  both  its  practical 
and  its  culture  aspects,  will  be  speedily  effected,  and  with  the 
habitual  German  thoroughness. 

ABT-INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION  IN   AUSTBIA. 

The  movement  in  favor  of  art-industrial  education  has  not 
only  extended  to  Austria,  but  is  there  more  marked  than  any- 
where else.  Indeed,  Austria  is  the  most  thorough  educational 
reformer  in  Europe  to-day.  Since  her  defeat  by  the  Prussians, 
at  Sadowa,  in  1866,  she  has  devoted  herself  to  the  education  of 
her  people,  fully  resolved  to  win  back,  by  the  achievements  of 
her  educated  ndustry,  all  she  lost  on  the  field  of  battle. 

Her  schools  for  the  education  of  the  great  body  of  the  people, 
which  were  pronounced  by  Horace  Mann  to  be  among  the  very 
poorest  in  Europe  thirty  years  ago,  are  to-day  declared  by  ex- 
cellent educational  authority  (that  of  John  D.  Philbrick)  to  be 
the  best,  in  their  organization,  their  course  of  study,  and  the 
character  of  their  instruction.  Nothing  has  been  done  at  haz- 
ard; but  the  whole  of  this  remarkable  edudational  reform  is 
81 
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based  upon  the  soundest  educational  philosophy,  and  so  must 
yield  good  results  for  generations  to  come.  The  art-industrial 
features  are  very  conspicuous,  as  will  be  seen  upon  reading  the 
report  which  follows  :  » 

*^  It  may  justly  be  said  that  the  chief  object  of  the  Universal 
Exhibition,  held  at  Vienna  in  1873,  was  to  stimulate  the 
Austrians,  educationally,  by  showing  them  what  is  done  else- 
where for  industrial  education,  and  the  result  as  illustrated  by 
industrial  products.  At  this  exhibition  the  educational  display 
was  the  largest  and  best  ever  seen,  and  so  was  of  special  service 
to  educators.  Already,  too,  the  good  influence  of  the  exhibi- 
tion on  the  public  taste  has  begun  to  manifest  itself,  as  the 
Austrian  minister  at  Washington  most  emphatically  testifies 
in  a  recent  address. 

"But  the  movement  in  favor  of  art-industrial  education  is  by 
no  means  limited  to  England,  France,  Germany,  and  Austria. 
It  pervades  all  Europe, — the  small  states  as  well  as  the  large. 
Even  Russia  forms  no  exception.  Within  the  last  eleven 
years  she  has  established  various  art  schools  modelled  after 
the  English,  and  it  is  said  that  they  have  'greatly  stimulated 
and  improved  the  national  taste.'  There  is,  indeed,  but  one 
opinion  throughout  Europe  as  to  the  importance  of  art-industrial 
education,  and  as  to  the  wisdom  of  making  it  universal.  In 
this  connection,  it  is  well  to  note  that  the  methods  adopted  by 
England  for  promoting  this  education  are  generally  imitated. 
Even  France,  so  long  the  leader  of  the  world  in  matters  of  art, 
has  of  late  been  taking  lessons  of  her  neighbor  across  the  chan- 
nel." 

Massachusetts  sent  a  board  of  commissioner  to  report  upon 
the  Vienna  Exposition.  A  volume  of  reports,  by  various  par- 
ties, upon  different  topics,  has  recently  been  published.  The 
chief  commissioner,  Charles  Francis  Adams,  Jr.,  speaks  thus  of 
the  development  of  industrial  education  in  Europe,  and  of  its 
value : 

"  Take,  for  instance,  the  great  branch  of  technical  and  artis- 
tic education  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made.  It  has, 
of  late  years,  undergone  a  surprising  development  in  Europe, 
the  results  of  which  supply  its  most  interesting  and  instructive 
feature  to  the  recent  exposition.    It  is  now  exciting  the  great- 
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est  interest  among  all  thoughtful  men  in  America,  and  promises 
infinite  results  in  our  immediate  future.  The  Massachusetts 
commission  might  well  have  been  organized  with  a  single  view 
to  dealing  thoroughly  with  this  department." 

The  prosperity  of  France, — which  is  truly  marvellous  when 
we  consider  that  she  has  been  engaged  in  so  many  costly 
wars,  and  that  her  national  debt  is  immense, — is  chiefly  due 
to  the  art-industrial  education  of  her  people.  Agriculture  flour- 
ishes best  when  manufactures  flourish,  and  the  manufactures  of 
France  are  unsurpassed — in  artistic  features,  unequalled.  Small 
as  France  is,  her  exports  of  alimentary  products  equal  those  of 
the  United  States,  while  those  of  her  manufactured  products 
are  nearly  equal  to  the  whole  exports  of  the  United  States. 

It  will  not  be  without  profit,  in  this  connection,  to  examine 
the  works  at  Creuzot,  France.  Mr.  Bernhard  Samuelson,  mem- 
ber of  the  British  parliament,  having  made  a  tour  of  observa- 
tion, wrote  a  letter  November  16th,  1867,  on  the  industrial 
progress  and  the  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  France, 
Switzerland,  Germany,  etc.  This  letter,  addressed  to  the  vice- 
president  of  the  committee  of  council  for  education,  in  Great 
Britain,  was  ordered  by  the  House  of  Commons  to  be  printed. 
He  gives  the  following  account  of  Creuzot,  and  the  education 
of  the  people : 

"The  works  of  the  Isthmus  of  Suez  canal  were  founded  in 
1781,  and  dragged  on  a  precarious  existence  until  they  were 
purchased  by  Messrs.  Schneider,  in  1836,  after  having  been 
abandoned  for  several  years.  They  are  still  the  property  of 
Mons.  Henry  Schneider  (president  of  the  corps  legislatif)^  of 
his  son,  and  a  small  number  of  other  partners  with  limited 
liability.  "When  they  passed  into  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Schnei- 
der, sixty  thousand  tons  of  coal  were  raised  and  four  thousand 
tons  of  iron  produced  annually ;  and  there  were  no  traces  of 
the  vast  mechanical  workshops,  whose  magnificent  products 
formed  so  remarkable  a  feature  of  the  late  Pai*is  Exhibition. 

"  The  works  now  cover  three  hundred  acres ;  the  workshops 
and  forges  fifty  acres ;  and  the  mines  yield  annually  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  tons  of  coal,  and  three  hundred  thou- 
sand tons  of  iron  ore.  About  a  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
tons  of  ores  and  three  hundred  thousand  tons  of  coal  are  pur- 
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chased.  The  iron-works  produce  more  than  a  hundred  thousand 
tons  of  iron,  besides  machinery,  locomotive  and  marine,  iron 
bridges  and  viaducts,  and  even  iron  gunboats  and  river  steamers, 
of  an  average  yearly  value  of  six  hundred  thousand  pounds. 
The  pay-sheets  return  nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty 
work-people,  and  wages  amounting  to  three  hundred  and  sev- 
enty thousand  pounds  per  annum.  The  steam-engines  are  equal 
to  a  duty  of  nearly  ten  thousand  horse-power. 

"These  marvellous  works  have  therefore  been  created  in  thir- 
ty years ;  and  in  fact,  the  well-built,  well-paved  town  of  Creuzot^ 
with  its  churches,  its  schools,  its  markets,  its  gas  and  water- 
works, and  its  handsome  public  walks,  inhabited  by  nearly 
twenty-four  thousand  well  fed  and  well  clad  people,  has  taken 
the  place  of  the  wretched  pit-village  of  two  thousand  seven 
hundred  inhabitants  of  1836.  There  is  no  over-crowding,  the 
space  in  the  dwelling-houses  averaging  one  thousand  one  hun- 
dred cubic  feet  per  head,  of  the  population.  Notwithstanding 
his  public  duties,  Monsieur  Schneider  retains  the  chief  direc- 
tion of  the  works.  During  the  session  of  the  chamber  the  im- 
mediate management,  on  the  spot,  is  in  the  hands  of  his  son; 
but  in  the  recess  he  resides  at  Creuzot. 

"After  having  conducted  me  for  several  hours  through  these 
vast  works,  Monsieur  Schneider  returned  to  his  office  to  complete 
and  dispatch  his  correspondence,  and  debate  the  most  minute 
economical  points,  items  of  cost,  and  rates  of  carriage,  with  the 
heads  of  departments, — showing  himself,  cis  he  expressed  it^ '  m- 
dustriel  jusqvlau  bout  des  angles.'  He  will  forgive  me  for  enter- 
ing into  these  personal  details.  They  are  interesting  to  France 
and  to  England,  more  especially  the  latter,  where  high  political 
duties  are  still  deemed  almost  incompatible  with  an  active 
industrial  career. 

"  To  describe  the  works  in  detail  would  carry  me  beyond  the 
limits  of  this  report.  I  saw  no  new  mechanical  contrivances. 
The  best  English  designs  were  followed ;  but  no  appliances  for 
producing  perfect  work,  or  for  economizing  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion, have  been  omitted ;  and  the  new  forge,  contained  under  a 
single  roof  (a  thousand  three  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  three 
hundred  and  ten  feet  in  breadth),  is  probably  unequalled  in  the 
world.    A  very  large  proportion  of  the  personnel  of  every  rank 
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in  this  great  establishment  was  bom  and  has  been  trained  on 
the  spot;  and  the  possibility  of  thus  forming  highly  skilled 
workmen,  competent  engineera  and  acconntants,  is  dae,  in  a 
great  measure,  to  a  system  of  education  dating  back  as  far  as 
1841,  which,  though  it  is  modestly  styled  elementary,  is  far 
more  advanced  and  special  than  the  term  implies.  The  course, 
— ^not  necessarily  followed  throughout  by  all,  but  open  to  all  of 
sufficient  capacity,—- extends  over  nine  years,  and  includes  ad- 
vanced instruction  in  French  literature,  history,  geography,  nat- 
ural philosophy,  the  chemistry  of  metals,  algebra,  geometry, 
mechanical  and  free-hand  drawing,  and  modelling.  The  more 
promising  boys  are  sent  to  the  secondary  and  higher  technical 
schools ;  and  many  a  Creuzot  laborer's  son  may  be  found,  who, 
having  passed  through  the  J^ole  des  Arts  et  MetierSy  at  Aix,  has 
returned  to  fill  a  responsible  position  in  the  technical  manage- 
ment. The  other  boys  are  drafted  from  the  school  into  the 
works,  and  placed  there  strictly  according  to  the  capacity  which 
they  have  shown  at  school, — some  as  simple  workmen,  others  as 
accountants  or  as  draftsmen.  Education  is  not  compulsory ;  but 
no  Creuzot  boy  is  admitted  into  the  works  who  cannot  read  and 
write,  and  none  who  has  been  turned  out  of  school  for  mis- 
behavior. 

"No  doubt  many  of  the  boys,  as  they  gi'ow  up,  unlearn  much 
of  what  they  have  acquired.  It  is  not  in  one  generation  that 
the  most  strenuous  efforts  in  favor  of  education  can  be  expected 
to  bear  ripe  fruit ;  but  a  proof  that  they  are  not  illusory  as  to 
the  mass  may  be  found  in  the  fact  that  whereas  among  those 
employed  at  Creuzot,  but  coming  from  the  villages  or  from  a 
distance,  thirty-one  per  cent,  of  the  conscripts,  on  the  average, 
for  the  last  six  years,  were  illiterate,  only  nine  per  cent,  of  those 
brought  up  in  the  town  were  unable  to  read  and  write. 

''There  are  adult  classes,  less  as  a  corrective  of  deficient 
elementary  instruction,  than  as  a  help  to  those  who  wish  to 
carry  their  studies  beyond  those  of  the  schools.  They  are  held 
on  Tuesday,  Friday,  and  Sunday,  and  included,  at  the  out- 
set, reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  geometry,  natural  philosophy, 
chemistry,  geography,  history,  linear  and  free-hand  drawing, 
and  music;  but  of  late  years  six  of  the  heads  of  departments, 
pupils  of  the  j^ole  des  Arts  et  Metiers^  have  been  appointed  to 
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teach  special  classes,  bearing  directly  on  the  occupations  of  the 
workmen,  and  including,  as  one  of  the  most  important,  a  com- 
plete course  of  machine  drawing.  Though  the  proportion  of 
adult  pupils  here,  as  elsewhere,  is  small, — five  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number  of  workmen, — the  result  is  that  Monsieur  Schnei- 
der, in  walking  through  the  sheds  where  several  pairs  of  manne 
engines  were  being  erected,  was  able  to  inform  me  that  there 
was  not  a  man  among  the  mechanics  employed  in  that  depart- 
ment who  could  not  make  an  accurate  drawing  of  the  work  on 
which  he  was  engaged. 

"  What  this  signifies  and  is  worth,  a  mechanic  alone  can  fully 
appreciate.  Of  the  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  superior  en- 
gineers, managers;  book-keepers,  etc.,  a  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven,  or  nearly  one  half,  were  educated  at  Creuzot;  five  were 
pupils  of  the  jSfcoZe  CerUraley&VQ  of  the  Imperial  Mining  School, 
twenty  of  the  three  J^oles  des  Arts  et  Metiers j  two  of  ikoU  la 
Martini^re^  at  Lyons,  a  hundred  and  four  from  various  schools. 
Most  of  the  latter,  however,  were  of  middle  age,  and  entered 
Creuzot  when  its  present  system  was  in  process  of  creation. 
The  schools,  which  were  opened  in  1841  with  ninety-one  chil- 
dren, contained  4,065  in  1866,  of  whom  2,219  were  boys, — the 
entire  number  of  children  in  Creuzot,  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  fifteen,  being  4,638  at  the  same  period.  There  are  eleven 
school-masters,  under  a  chief  director,  in  the  boys'  school,  and 
the  girls  are  taught  by  eleven  "  sisters."  The  school  fees  are 
seven  pence  per  month  for  the  children  of  persons  employed  in 
the  works,  and  fourteen  pence  for  those  of  strangers. 

"Wages,  though  they  have  increased  about  one  half  during 
the  last  twenty  years,  are  still  low  compared  with  those  to 
which  we  are  accustomed.  They  amount,  on  the  average  of  the 
entire  establishment,  to  2«.  10c?.  per  day,  including  the  unskilled 
laborers  and  boys.  The  average  wages  of  those  employed  at 
the  mines  and  coal-pits  are  2s.  %d, ;  at  the  forges,  3«.  /  at  the 
blast-furnaces,  25.  Zd. ;  and  in  the  worksho[  s,  2«.  9rf.  /  but  the 
more  skilled  mechanics  will  earn  as  much  as  6$.  6^.,  and  the 
puddlers  from  65,  to  9«.  6c?.  per  day.  The  lowest  wages  of  the 
latter,  according  to  a  pay-sheet  exhibited  in  the  forge  at  the 
time  of  my  visit,  were  bs.  6c?.;  and  it  is  worthy  of  observation, 
that  while  in  nearly  every  other  department  the  working-staff 
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is  recruited  among  the  children  of  the  work-people,  they  are 
averse  to  the  rude  task  of  the  puddling  furnaces  in  spite  of  the 
attraction  of  high  pay;  so  that  in  this  branch  the  labor  is  im- 
ported, generally,  from  the  surrounding  villages, — ^boys  being 
taken  into  the  forge  at  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  seventeen,  when 
their  frames  are  approaching  maturity. 

"But  the  tendency  of  modern  improvement  is  to  substitute 
mechanical  and  chemical  processes  for  such  work  as  that  of 
puddling,  and  it  probably  will  not  be  long  before  it  will  be 
superseded.  Meanwhile,  the  employment  of  children  of  tender 
years  during  the  night  is  almost  entirely  dispensed  with.  Girls 
under  seventeen  are  never  admitted.  Women  do  not  work 
below  the  surface,  as  they  do  in  Belgium ;  and  of  the  few  females 
in  the  works,  only  four  per  cent,  of  the  whole  are  employed  in 
the  light  day-work  of  dressing  ores,  and  similar  occupations. 
Boys  scarcely  ever  enter  the  works  before  fourteen.  Every 
person  is  paid  immediately,  and  nearly  all  by  the  piece  or 
the  ton.  The  ruinous  system  of  contracts  with  middle-men 
pursued  in  our  iron-works  is  unknown.  There  are  no  *  but- 
ties,' no  forge  contractors  earning  their  two  pounds  per  day,  no 
'  underhands '  paid  by  puddlers.  The  humblest  laborer  comes 
into  personal  contact  with  the  managers,  and  his  work  is  ap- 
praised by  men  of  education,  and  paid  for  according  to  its 
relative  value.  Tables  showing  the  actual  daily  earnings  of 
every  man  are  suspended  in  the  workshops  of  the  several 
departments,  so  as  to  be  open  to  the  inspection  and  to  stim- 
ulate the  emulation  of  all. 

**In  reference  to  the  moral  condition  of  the  population,  I  will 
simply  state  that  during  fifteen  years  the  entire  number  of 
serious  felonies  in  the  town  of  Creuzot  was  twenty-three ;  but 
of  these  only  nine  would  have  been  felonies  according  to  our 
law.  The  number  of  misdemeanors  was  about  forty  annually ; 
but  many  of  these  would  not  have  constituted  breaches  of  the 
law  with  us.  Among  others,  I  may  mention  simple  bankruptcy, 
maiming  to  escape  military  service,  and  abusive  language.  I 
was  told  that  three  policemen  form  the  entire  preventive  force. 
Drunkenness  is  rare.  I  certainly  did  not  observe  a  single  case 
during  my  visit." 

Manchester,  New  Hampshire^  has  about  the  same  population 
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as  Creuzot,  and  has  also  grown  within  the  last  forty  years. 
But  may  not  Manchester,  prosperous  as  she  has  been,  learn  a 
profitable  lesson  from  the  French  town  ? 

In  his  book  on  the  *'  Systematic  Technical  Education  of  the 
English  People,''  J.  Scott  Russell,  the  builder  of  the  Great 
Eastern,  and  one  of  the  best  authorities  in  Europe  on  the 
education  of  workmen,  says : 

^  In  our  opinion  the  philosophers  are  far  before  the  people  in 
foreseeing  the  times  that  are  coming;  and  the  people  do  not 
take  warning  because  they  are  not  educated.  Agriculture  is 
in  revolution, — ^for  agriculture  is  becoming  chemistry,  and  hus- 
bandry is  becoming  machinery;  yet  our  agriculturists  have 
not  become  chemists,  nor  our  husbandmen  mechanics.  In  com- 
mon trades  a  revolution  is  com'ng, — ^for  all  that  is  done  without 
skill  is  going  to  be  done  by  dead  machinery,  not  by  intelligent 
men  ;  and  it  is  well  that  it  should  be  so,  for  mere  routine  proc- 
esses, requiring  brute  strength,  without  refinement  or  intelli- 
gence, can  all  be  better  done,  more  evenly,  regularly,  and 
unvaryingly,  by  dead  matter  than  by  living  force ;  and  it  is, 
moreover,  better  for  the  intelligent  and  moral  being  that  he 
should  not  be  degraded  to  the  level  of  the  brute  elements,  or 
lowered  to  the  rank  of  an  unsentient  machine.  Why  should  a 
human  being  be  doomed  to  spend  his  days  in  mounting  and 
descending  a  ladder  with  twenty-seven  burnt  bricks  on  his 
shoulder,  while,  at  one  tenth  of  the  cost,  a  machine,  made  of 
iron  and  fed  with  coal,  will  do  the  work,  if  he  will  only  under- 
take the  more  intelligent  task  of  tending,  feeding,  oiling,  and 
repairing  it?  This  last  demands  education,  intelligence,  con- 
scientious care — all  the  qualities  that  go  to  make  a  man  a  supe- 
rior, thoughtful  being.  Who,  then,  can  regret  the  time  coming, 
when  every  occupation  which  requires  no  skill,  and  only  brute 
force,  shall  cease  to  be  the  daily  work  of  a  human  being ;  and 
when  that  being  shall  be  raised  to  be  a  maker,  worker,  or  direc- 
tor of  machines  ? 

^  To  that  time  the  M'orking-man  is  rapidly  approaching,  and 
for  it  he  must  be  fitted ;  but  over  and  above  him  will  arise  the 
class  who,  in  their  turn,  are  to  instruct,  guide,  and  think  for 
him.  However  skilled  to  work  his  machine,  he  will  still  depend 
on  a  superior  to  invent  or  make  it ;  on  a  man  who  shall  go  be- 
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fore  him  to  lay  out  his  work  .and  prepare  it ;  on  a  man  who  ehall 
come  after  him  to  complete  it.  These  are  the  higher  depart- 
ments which  fonn  the  higher  ranks  of  crafts:  in  short,  above 
the  skilled  doers  we  must  have  the  skilled  thinkers. 

^  In  this  view  of  an  intelligent,  skilled  nation,  it  is  plain  that 
we  shall  be  able  to  do  without  the  unskilled,  the  unintelligent, 
and  the  uneducated.  We  shall  not  merely  be  able  to  do 
without  him,  but  we  shall  think  it  better  to  be  without  him. 
The  law  of  society  will  become  this, — that  he  who  cannot 
create  his  food,  shall  not  eat  it;  for  assuredly,  in  the  time 
that  is  coming,  he  will  not  find  in  civilized  Europe  a  place 
for  himself.  The  man  of  the  future  must  have  one  of  two 
qualifications :  skill  to  do,  education  to  know,  or  both. 

"What  is,  then,  the  mercantile  or  moneyed  value  of  a  well- 
trained,  skilful  Englishman,  as  compared  with  a  strong,  able- 
bodied  man  who  understands  no  craft,  handiwork,  or  art?  The 
shop-value  of  the  two  men  is  at  once  told  by  the  labor-market. 
The  one  man  can  earn  for  the  community  twenty-five  pounds 
a  year;  the  other  man  has  an  average  of  sixty  pounds,  and,  with 
superior  skill,  a  hundred  pounds  a  year.  Or,  if  we  take  the 
three  grades  of  unskilled,  moderately  skilled,  and  highly 
skilled  men,  we  may  represent  their  mean  values  by  twenty- 
five  pounds,  fifty  pounds,  and  seventy-five  pounds:  in  other 
words,  the  highly  skilled  man  is  worth  three  times  the  value 
of  the  unskilled  man. 

"I  will  venture  a  remark  from  personal  experience  in  my  pro- 
fession, which  I  trust  may  illustrate  the  vast  importance  to  us 
of  educating  not  only  governors,  or  masters,  but  of  extending  a 
high  scientific  education  and  skilled  technical  training  to  the 
workingmen  of  all  skilled  occupations.  It  is  this :  The  commu- 
nity at  large  are  deprived  of  the  use  of  enormous  treasures  in 
mechanical  invention,  and  enormous  progress  in  scientific  arts, 
by  the  fact  of  the  general  want  of  education  in  those  who 
practise  them.  It  may  not  be  known,  but  it  is  yet  true,  that 
the  mechanical  power  employed  in  all  our  manufactures  is  infi- 
nitely more  costly  than  it  need  be.  It  is  equally  true,  that 
some  skilled  men  of  such  professions  know  thoroughly  how 
to  produce  immense  economy  in  the  production  and  use  of 
mechanical  power;  but  that  we  dare  not  put  the  means  into 
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the  hands  of  the  uneducated  masters  under  whose  control  they 
would  be  applied.  I  am  not  now  speaking  of  a  loss  of  five, 
ten,  twenty,  or  thirty  per  cent. :  I  say  that  we  know  that  toe  are 
only  utilizing  one  tenth  to  one  twentieth  of  the  power  toe  employ 
and  waste,  and  that  an  economy  of  one  hundred,  two  hundred, 
three  hundred,  and  four  hundred  per  cent  ia  quite  within  our 
poioer^  80  soon  as  a  better  informed,  higher  skilled^  moreperfecdy 
trained  class  of  men  and  masters  shall  arise,  who  are  fit  to  be 
trusted  with  the  use  of  instruments  and  tools,  at  present  utterly 
beyond  their  comprehension,  control,  or  application  to  use." 

No  people  in  the  world  have  surpassed  the  Americans  in  de- 
vising labor-saving  machinery  to  take  the  place  of  muscle  in 
agriculture  and  manufactures.  Dead  machinery  is  rapidly  sup- 
planting rude  labor  in  America.  What  are  the  consequences? 
Fewer  peraons,  in  proportion  to  the  whole  population,  are  re- 
quired for  the  cultivation  of  the  soil ;  larger  numbei-s  are  com- 
pelled to  engage  in  manufactures;  but,  as  the  result  of  using 
machinery,  the  quantity  of  rude  Avorkmen  required  is  diminish- 
ing, when  compared  with  the  whole  employed.  On  the  other 
hand, the  need  for  skilled,  Jirtistic  workmen  is  increasing;  and  it 
is  in  the  very  nature  of  things  that  the  demand  should  continue 
to  grow.  Hence  the  great  efforts  made  by  European  govern- 
ments to  give  their  people  such  an  education  as  will  make  of 
them  skilled,  artistic  workmen. 

Happily,  work  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  has  begun,  with 
the  same  object  in  view.  As  a  state,  Massachusetts  was  the 
first  to  move,  by  requiring  instruction  in  drawing  to  be  given  in 
all  the  public  schools,  by  establishing  evening  drawing  schools 
for  adults,  by  founding  a  state  normal  art  school  for  the  prepa- 
ration of  teachers,  and  by  securing  from  England  a  thoroughly 
qualified  art-master.  Professor  Walter  Smith,  to  take  general 
charge  of  art  instruction  throughout  the  state.  The  city  of 
Boston  has  heartily  coSperated  with  the  state  in  all  that  has 
been  done.  Thus,  during  the  last  three  years,  a  good  com- 
mencement, but  only  a  commencement,  has  been  made  toward 
the  art-industrial  education  of  the  whole  people.  New  York, 
wisely  concluding  to  follow  the  example  of  Massachusetts,  has 
just  enacted  a  law  which  makes  drawing  a  required  study  in  all 
the  normal  schools  and  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state.    And 
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thug  New  York  and  Massachusetts,  in  their  legislative  capac- 
ities, have  recognized  the  industrial  importance  of  drawing  as 
an  element  of  popular  education. 

It  is  thus  that  one  of  the  Massachusetts  commissioners  to  the 
Vienna  Exposition,  Mr.  Louis  J.  Hinton,  speaks  of  the  value  of 
drawing,  in  his  official  report  on  "  Museums  of  Art  and  Indus- 
try.'' '*One  fact  is  proven,  standing  firm  as  a  rock,  by  the 
united  testimony  of  all  the  European  aacanta  who  claim  to 
speak  with  authority  on  this  subject, — that  if  any  improvement 
is  to  take  place  in  the  art-industry  of  the  country,  it  must  come 
from  the  better  education  of  the  people  in  art,  and  this  must 
commence  with  popular  instruction  in  free-hand  drawing.  It  is 
also  shown  that  such  knowledge  as  is  imbibed  at  the  drawing 
school,  the  technical  education  class,  art  gallery,  and  the  art- 
industry  museum,  educates  men  to  feel  more  interest  in  their 
work;  that  new  methods  of  doing  old-time  work  suggest  them- 
selves to  the  man  who  has  been  taught  in  the  principles  upon 
which  the  success  of  his  work  depends.'' 

Mr.  Hinton  thus  speaks  against  inadequate  measures :  "  It 
must  be  remembered,  that,  if  we  want  quick  and  valuable  re- 
sults, our  outlay  and  exertions  must  be  in  proportion  to  our  de- 
sires. To  give  a  lukewarm  support  to  the  movement,  and  then, 
ten  years  hence,  grumble  because  we  have  not  effected  as  great 
changes  as  other  countries  in  a  like  period  of  time  have  done, 
would  be  but  a  sorry  way  to  bring  about  a  beneficial  result ; 
though  it  is  what  is  likely  to  happen,  unless  a  very  strong  inter- 
est is  aroused  in  the  public  mind  in  behalf  of  the  idea." 

It  is  just  here  that  there  is  danger  of  making  a  grave  mistake 
in  commencing  the  art-industrial  education  of  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire.  Under  a  misapprehension  of  the  scope  and  impor- 
tance of  drawing,  to  say  nothing  of  the  other  features  of  such 
an  education,  there  is  danger  that  a  childish  and  altogether  in- 
adequate beginning  may  be  made.  If  such  should  be  the  case, 
it  will  result  from  criminal  ignorance,  or  from  criminal  neglect 
of  duty;  for  a  careful  study  of  the  subject  will  show  how  a  right 
beginning  can  be  made,  and  also  how  the  different  forward  steps 
should  be  taken.  The  end  should  be  clearly  discerned  from  the 
start, and  should  always  be  kept  in  view.  Whatever  is  done  should 
be  the  best,  at  each  point,  and  introductory  to  all  that  is  to  come. 


524  APPENDIX, 

The  following  summary  of  the  points  emphasized  by  Prof. 
Langl's  official  report  to  the  Austrian  government  on  drawing 
and  art-education,  as  illustrated  by  the  Vienna  Exposition,  will 
serve  as  an  outline  for  the  safe  guidance  of  educatora  in  New 
Hampshire.  Details  should  be  made  to  conform  to  these  gen- 
eral features: 

1.  All  instruction  in  drawing  should  have  for  its  basis,  geom- 
etry. 

2.  Conventional  forms,  which  are  regular,  should  be  drawn 
before  natural  forms,  which  are  irregular. 

3.  Ornament  should  be  based  upon  a  study  of  nature,  espe- 
cially of  plant  forms.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  drawing  of 
the  latter  should  precede  the  drawing  of  the  former. 

4.  When  a  design  for  an  object  is  made,  the  form  should  be 
adapted  to  the  use,  and  the  ornament  should  be  subordinate  to 
the  object.     The  decoration  should  not  count  for  everything. 

5.  Much  attention  should  be  given  to  the  drawing  of  histor- 
ical forms  illustrative  of  different  styles.  The  drawing-copies 
should  have  a  pronounced  character. 

6.  When  natural  forms  are  drawn,  they  should  be  first  refer- 
red to  the  general  geometrical  forms  upon  which  they  are  based. 
Then  the  historical  treatment  of  similar  forms  should  be  care- 
fully studied. 

7.  Knowledge  should  precede  execution.  Nothing  is  more 
deadening  to  the  intellect  of  the  pupil  than  to  copy  a  drawing 
which  he  does  not  understand.  He  should  not  only  learn  to  do 
a  thing,  but  the  reason  for  doing  it. 

8.  In  the  order  of  instruction,  the  rendering  of  pure  form 
should  take  decided  precedence  of  light  and  shade. 

9.  Instruction  in  drawing  should  not  be  limited  to  any  one 
kind  of  drawing. 

10.  In  order  to  develop  the  taste  of  the  learner,  the  drawing- 
copies  and  models  should  be  as  beautiful  as  it  is  possible  to 
make  them.    This  is  a  matter  of  the  utmost  importance. 

11.  The  pupil  should  be  constantly  exercised  in  making  original 
designs, — original  applications  of  all  the  principles  he  acquires. 

12.  The  study  of  the  human  figure  should  not  be  made  the 
foundation  of  art-industrial  education.  It  should  not  form  the 
beginning  of  art-instruction  for  any  purpose. 
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13.  Those  teachers  succeed  best  who  recognize  instruction  in 
drawing  as  an  integral  part  of  general  culture,  and  treat  it  ac- 
cording to  systematic,  pedagogical  principles  and  methods. 

14.  The  instruction,  in  order  to  reach  all,  as  demanded  both 
by  general  culture  and  by  industry,  should  be  made  univeraal, 
and  should  begin  in  the  primary  school.  Special  applications 
should  be  reserved  for  special  schools. 

There  is  no  question  that  the  future  prosperity  of  New  Hamp- 
shire will  depend  largely  upon  the  industrial  education  of  her 
people,  and  especially  upon  the  art  element  of  that  education. 
Already  one  third  of  her  employed  population  are  engaged  in 
manufactures.  According  to  the  census  of  1870,  the  total  an- 
nual value  of  these  was  $71,038,294;  the  value  of  the  raw 
materials  consumed  was  $44,577,967 ;  leaving  $26,460,302  as  the 
value  added  by  the  pi'ocess  of  manufacture.  Tliat  is  not  an 
altogether  creditable  showing;  it  indicates  that  the  manufac- 
tures do  not  embody,  as  they  should,  a  large  amount  of  skill 
and  taste,  which  are  always  so  much  better  paid  than  rude 
labor.  The  most  desirable  manufactures  for  any  state,  as  well 
as  for  those  engaged  in  them,  are  manufactures,  the  greater 
part  of  whose  value  comes  from  the  skilled,  artistic  labor  ex- 
pended upon  them.  Such  can  be  had  only  when  the  people  are 
suitably  educated ;  they  do  not  result  from  any  happy  accident. 

Begin  the  industrial  education  of  the  people  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  the  public  schools,  continue  it  in  special  schools  for 
special  industries,  and  complete  it  by  advanced  and  compre- 
hensive instruction  in  one  great  technical  and  art-school,  with 
three  hundred  or  four  hundred  students,  to  put  the  state  on  a 
level  with  what  is  being  done  elsewhere ;  and  the  manufactures 
of  New  Hampshire  will  both  rapidly  multiply,  and  undergo  a 
radical  change  for  the  better.  With  the  advancement  in  manu- 
factures, the  agriculture  of  the  state  will  become  vastly  more 
prosperous  than  it  is  to-day.  Indeed,  in  no  other  way  can  the 
farmer  of  New  Hampshire  promote  his  own  fortune  so  well  as 
by  contributing  to  the  advancement  of  the  industrial  education 
of  the  state. 

Such  is  the  teaching  of  history,  and  it  will  be  confirmed  by 
the  future.

REPORT 


OP  THE  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  TO  CO-OPER- 
ATE WITH  COMMITTEES  FROM  OTHER  STATES  UPON  THE  SUBJECT  OF 
A  CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION  AT  PHILADELPHIA  IN  1876. 


To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Ilouse  of  Iiq}resentatives  : 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of 
New  Hampshire,  and  approved  July  14,  1871,  to  wit: 

^^Resolvedhy  the  Senate  and  House  of  H^esentatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  convened : 

"  That  the  governor,  with  four  other  persons  to  be  appointed 
by  the  govenior  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  council,  shall  be 
a  committee  for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  to  co5perate  with 
committees  from  other  states  upon  the  subject  of  a  centennial 
celebration  at  Philadelphia  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred seventy-six,  said  committee  to  stand  until  that  time,  and 
to  report  at  each  intervening  legislature,  and  make  such  sugges- 
tions and  recommendations  from  time  to  time  to  the  legislature 
as  they  may  think  proper." 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  resolution,  the  undersigned  were 
appointed  said  committee,  and  they  have  since  presented  annual 
reports  to  the  legislature  embracing  such  "  suggestions  and  rec- 
ommendations" as  seemed  to  them  proper. 

The  munificent  aid  received  from  the  state  of  Pennsylvania 
and  city  of  Philadelphia,  whose  joint  appropriations  amounted 
to  two  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  together  with  liberal  sub- 
scriptions to  the  centennial  stock  by  other  parties,  enabled  the 
managers  to  go  forward  with  the  work  of  organizing  and  pre- 
paring for  the  great  event  without  the  delay  that  was  feared 
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would  result  from  the  failure  to  procure  an  appropriation  from 
the  general  government.  At  the  present  time  all  the  buildings 
intended  for  the  exposition  are  under  contract,  and  are  rapidly 
approaching  completion . 

The  magnitude  of  this  enterprise  will  be  appreciated  when  it 
is  stated  that  the  buildings  consist  of  an  ai*t  gallery  covering 
two  and  a  half  acres,  a  main  exhibition  building  covering  twen- 
ty acres,  a  conservatory  of  two  and  a  half  acres,  a  machinery 
hall  of  twelve  acres,  and  the  agricultural  department  of  five 
acres,  making  a  total  of  forty-two  acres  covered  with  buildings. 
A  large  space  is  also  to  be  devoted  to  zoological  gardens,  agri- 
cultural tests,  cattle  pens,  and  like  purposes. 

The  plan  for  the  practical  arrangement  of  the  celebration  con- 
templates an  exhibit  of  the  resources,  arts,  and  products  of  each 
state;  and  space  will  be  allotted  in  the  buildings  to  each  for 
that  purpose,  and  for  the  display  of  objects  of  historical,  indus- 
trijil,  and  scientific  interest.  The  exhibition  is  to  be  interna- 
tional, and  the  governments  of  many  foreign  nations  have  signi- 
fied their  intention  of  taking  part  and  being  represented.  They 
have  already  made  such  applications  for  space,  and  such  appro- 
priations in  money,  as  to  leave  no  doubt  that  the  display  will 
overshadow  all  its  predecessors. 

Most  of  the  states  and  territories  of  the  Union  have  shown  a 
patriotic  interest  in  this  great  enterprise,  and  many  have  fur- 
nished liberal  aid  therefor,  Massachusetts  having  appropriated 
fifly  thousand  dollars  and  Connecticut  twelve  thousand. 

Your  committee  cannot  doubt  that  it  is  your  desire,  as  stated 
in  their  last  annual  report,  "  that  New  Hampshire,  as  one  of  the 
original  thirteen  states,  should  be  adequately  represented  in 
this  great  exhibition  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the 
nation,  and  of  its  progress  in  those  arts  which  benefit  mankind, 
in  comparison  with  those  of  older  nations."  "In  view  of  the 
interest  manifested  in  this  enterprise  throughout  the  country, 
which  is  largely  shared  by  the  civilized  world,  we  cannot  doubt 
that  the  patriotic  sentiment  of  New  Hampshire  will  demand 
such  action  on  your  part  as  will  enable  the  state  to  acquit  her- 
self creditably  on  this  memorable  occasion." 

"  The  legislature,  by  the  appointment  of  this  committee,  and 
by  a  most  cordial  resolution  passed  at  the  last  session,  has  placed 
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on  record  its  approval  of  and  sympathy  with  the  centennial  an- 
niversary, and  its  desire  that  it  be  made  worthy  of  the  gi*eat 
event  it  is  designed  to  commemorate.''  "It  is  obvious  that  a  par- 
ticipation in  the  celebration  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  state 
will  require  an  appropiiation  to  defray  the  expenses.** 

In  order  to  carry  on  the  work  with  system  and  effect,  some 
person  should  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  New  Hampshire  de- 
partment, with  suitable  head-quarters  in  Philadelphia  accessible 
to  all  New  Hampshire  men,  and  where  information  may  be  fur- 
nished, more  especially  to  exhibitors,  relative  to  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  exhibition.  Necessary  space  should  be  provided, 
and  manifest  advantages  would  be  secured  by  having  contracts 
for  transportation  made  in  advance.  In  many  instances  it  may 
be  necessary  for  the  state  to  bear  these  expenses  incurred  for 
worthy  exhibitors  and  associations.  Various  other  incidental 
expenses  will  be  unavoidable,  and  your  committee,  after  careful 
consideration,  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  five  thousand 
dollars  is  the  lowest  sum  that  will  be  adequate  to  meet  the  de 
mand,  and  furnish  reasonable  facilities  to  our  people.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  this  sum  be  appropriated. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.
